BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

Every  year  by  tradition  and  fiduciary  responsibility  the  Selectmen  of 
Scituate  report  to  the  people  as  their  conduit  of  executive  leadership  in  Town. 
During  the  past  year  voters  elected  the  newest  member  of  the  Board,  Mr. 
Richard  Murray,  who  quickly  began  to  absorb  the  needs  of  our  community 
with  diligence  and  insight.  The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  former  Selectman 
Richard  Lane  for  his  near  decade  long  service  on  the  Board.  In  another  change 
of  leadership,  Mr.  Paul  Donlan  moved  laterally  from  the  position  of  Town 
Treasurer  to  the  position  of  School  Business  Manager.  Ms.  Jane  Lepardo  has 
become  our  new  Town  Treasurer/Collector. 

To  assist  and  guide  our  Town  in  dealing  with  ongoing  fiscal  concerns,  the 
Financial  Forecasting  Committee  has  helped  all  Town  boards  in  evaluating 
and  prioritizing  the  fulfillment  of  financial  obligations.  As  a  result  of 
Proposition  2  1/2,  it  requires  discipline  to  keep  up  with  the  rising  Town  costs. 
In  March  2007,  a  request  will  be  posed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  pro¬ 
vide  an  operational  override  of  $600,000  to  staff  the  Hatherly  Road  fire  sta¬ 
tion.  It  is  scheduled  to  open  in  Fiscal  Year  2009.  The  station  will  need  an  addi¬ 
tional  $375,000  for  a  pumper  truck  as  well  as  a  debt  exclusion  of  up  to  $3  mil¬ 
lion  to  build  the  station,  which  was  approved  at  a  previous  Town  Meeting.  The 
Library  Trustees  will  request  at  this  meeting  an  operational  override  to  receive 
funds  used  to  maintain  our  excellent  Public  Library.  Our  School  Committee 
will  also  seek  a  school  operational  override  of  $2  million  dollars  and  a  debt 
exclusion  of  $300,000  for  furniture  and  textbooks.  At  the  meeting  the  voters 
will  be  asked  to  support  an  additional  supplement  of  $1.6  million  added  to  the 
$1.9  million  authorized  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  2005  to  build  a  new 
Senior  Center.  None  of  these  requests  can  be  granted  without  the  approval  of 
the  voters.  If  granted,  funding  will  require  tax  increases. 

By  October  2007,  the  reopening  of  the  Greenbush  line  will  offer  direct 
commuter  transportation  by  rail  to  Boston.  Mr.  Albert  Bangert  has  been  serv¬ 
ing  as  Ombudsman.  He  has  kept  the  Town  informed  on  the  progress  of  the  rail 
construction.  Mr.  Bangert  fdls  the  position  so  diligently  conducted  by  Ms. 
Susan  Phippen,  a  long  time  leader  in  Scituate,  who  resigned  last  year.  Mr. 
Bangert’s  engineering  and  management  background  have  enabled  him  to 
assist  the  Town  in  reconciling  with  the  MBTA  in  disputes  and  other  challenges 
as  the  massive  project  has  been  nearly  completed.  With  grade  crossings  in 
place,  tracks  laid,  and  parking  lots  in  Greenbush  and  North  Scituate  con¬ 
structed,  the  line  will  soon  be  providing  direct,  affordable  service  to  Boston.

We  have  used  MBTA  mitigation  funds  to  pay  for  a  number  of  historic 
restorations.  The  most  visible  are  the  Lawson  Tower  shingling  project  and  the 
Scituate  Lighthouse/Lightkeeper’s  Cottage.  Other  mitigation  monies  for 
recreation  were  utilized  by  building  a  new  synthetic  turf  field  at  the  high 
school.  The  Town  will  be  making  a  very  important  decision  this  year  regard¬ 
ing  how  the  $3  million  will  be  spent  on  “  open  space  ”,  which  is  the  last  mit¬ 
igation  money  that  has  yet  to  be  spent. 

The  Route  3A  Bridge  connecting  Scituate  and  Marshfield  spanning  the 
North  River  was  dedicated  and  named  the  “  Sergeant  Michael  Jason  Kelley 
Memorial  Bridge  ”  by  Governor  Mitt  Romney  in  April.  Sergeant  Kelley,  a  gal¬ 
lant  son  of  Scituate,  was  killed  by  an  enemy  rocket  attack  on  June  8,  2005  in 
Afghanistan  —  he  became  the  first  combat-related  fatality  for  the 
Massachusetts  National  Guard.  The  dedication  included  an  F-15  flyover  from 
Otis  Air  Force  Base  preceded  by  a  howitzer  salute  from  the  1st  Battalion 
102nd  Field  Artillery.  The  Crusaders  Drum  &  Bugle  Corps  played  the 
“National  Anthem”,  “  Taps,  ”  and  the  “  Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic  ”,  and 
the  1-102  Field  Artillery  Honor  Guard  led  a  rifle  salute  after  Michael’s  fami¬ 
ly  laid  a  memorial  wreath  in  the  North  River.  It  was  a  poignant  ceremony. 
Sergeant  Kelly’s  sacrifice  will  not  be  forgotten. 

The  Scituate  Marine  Park  received  a  grant  from  the  State  as  well  as  from 
the  Community  Preservation  Committee  in  order  to  move  forward  with  the 
project  management  and  the  engineering.  This  Park  will  be  an  asset  for  the 
Town  in  the  years  to  come  accommodating  boaters,  kayakers,  walkers  and 
anyone  enjoying  the  outdoors  in  the  Harbor  district.  This  past  year  Mark 
Patterson  became  Harbormaster  and  his  office  has  been  hard  at  work  oversee¬ 
ing  all  the  intricacies  that  come  from  managing  Scituate’s  waterways.  The 
Board  would  like  to  thank  Frank  Regan  for  his  years  of  dedicated  service  as 
the  retiring  Harbormaster.  The  latest  tool  used  by  Mr.  Patterson  this  past  year 
has  been  GIS  mapping  technology,  which  tracks  all  moorings  and  their  hold¬ 
ers  throughout  our  waterways.  Work  is  ongoing  protecting  homes  along  our 
coastline  by  rebuilding  seawalls  in  an  effort  to  implement  our  Foreshore 
Protection  Improvement  Project. 

A  Sidewalk  Task  Force  Committee  was  formed  this  past  year  in  an  effort 
to  prioritize  the  need  for  sidewalks  throughout  our  community.  The  Water 
Study  Committee  was  transformed  into  a  permanent  committee  designated 
the  Water  Resources  Committee  and  will  provide  valuable  assistance  to  the 
Selectmen  in  their  role  as  the  Water  Commissioners.  Also,  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  November,  2006,  a  resident  sponsored  article  was  approved  creat¬ 
ing  a  Historic  Commission  that  will  assist  the  non-profit  Historical  Society, 
which  continues  to  do  a  tremendous  job  preserving  our  rich,  local  history. 

The  sewer  expansion  project  has  been  ongoing.  The  Greenbush  area  has 
been  completed,  Third  Cliff  is  close  to  completion  while  Second  and  First 
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Cliff  have  been  delayed  due  to  the  structural  integrity  of  the  Edward  Foster 
Road  Bridge.  As  of  the  middle  of  January  2007,  the  bridge  has  been  struc¬ 
turally  strengthened  to  accommodate  the  weight  of  construction  machinery 
needed  to  complete  the  sewer  project  in  these  areas.  This  phase  of  the  project 
will  hopefully  be  completed  by  Memorial  Day,  2007. 

The  Selectmen  will  continue  to  listen  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  and  run 
the  Town  in  an  efficient  and  orderly  fashion.  We  are  cognizant  that  there  are 
many  needs  expressed  by  residents  of  our  Town,  and  we  will  do  our  best  to 
recognize  these  needs  and  look  for  solutions  to  obtain  our  shared,  fundamen¬ 
tal  goal  of  continuing  to  make  Scituate  a  great  place  to  live. 

In  closing  the  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  Ms.  Kimberley  Donovan, 
our  Administrative  Assistant,  for  the  impressive  assistance  she  provides  all  of 
us  daily.  Her  commitment  to  meeting  tasks  the  Selectmen  are  required  to  com¬ 
plete  on  a  weekly  basis  has  been  steadfast.  The  Selectmen  would  also  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Richard  Agnew  and  Ms.  Sheila  Manning  for  their  hard  work  in 
keeping  the  day-to-day  operation  of  the  Town  running  smoothly. 

On  behalf  of  members  Joseph  Norton,  Shawn  Harris,  James  Pollard,  and 
Richard  Murray  we  submit  this  report.

The  Town  Administrator  is  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Town 
and  is  responsible  and  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  all  departments  except  schools. 

He  is  the  Personnel  Director  responsible  for  the  administration  of  all  per¬ 
sonnel  matters  including  Civil  Service  and  labor  negotiations.  He  appoints  all 
department  heads  and  employees  except  the  Town  Accountant, 
Treasurer/Collector,  and  Town  Counsel.  The  Town  Administrator  has  gener¬ 
al  supervision  of  all  departments  and  is  responsible  for  keeping  financial  and 
administrative  records  of  Town  activities. 


The  Town  Administrator  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  rental  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  all  Town  property  including  schools  and  keeps  an  inventory  of  all 
Town  property.  He  is  the  Chief  Procurement  Officer  of  the  Town  and  he  pre¬ 
pares  and  submits  the  Annual  Budget  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

My  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Department  heads,  Town  employ¬ 
ees  and  especially  Sheila  Manning  and  Kim  Donovan  for  an  enjoyable  and 
successful  year.

The  Town  Moderator  appoints  nine  citizens  of  the  Town  to  serve  on  the 
Advisory  Committee  for  staggered  terms  of  three  (3)  years  each.  The 
Committee  reviews  and  conducts  hearings  on  all  articles  in  any  warrant  com¬ 
ing  before  Town  Meeting.  In  addition,  the  Town  Administrator  is  required  to 
submit  the  budget  proposal  for  each  year  to  the  Advisory  Committee  for  our 
review  and  recommendations. 

The  Committee’s  comments  and  recommendations  on  all  articles  and 
budgets  are  published  in  the  Advisory  Committee  booklet  available  prior  to 
each  Town  Meeting. 

The  Advisory  Committee  also  oversees  the  transfer  of  funds  from  the 
Town’s  Reserve  Fund  ($90,000.00  annually).  Such  transfers  are  for  extraordi¬ 
nary  and  unforeseen  expenses  incurred  by  the  Town  and  can  be  executed  with¬ 
out  calling  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  serve  as  liaisons  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee,  the  Community  Preservation  Committee,  the  Financial 
Forecasting  Committee,  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  Street  Acceptance 
Committee  and  the  Waterways  Commission. 

The  success  of  this  committee  as  well  as  other  Town  committees  relies  on 
the  contributions  of  its  members.  This  year  brought  four  new  faces  to  the 
Advisory  Committee:  Bob  DeLorenzo,  Peter  Kelly-Detwiler,  Richard  Cook, 
and  Gokhan  “Yukon”  Yukselen,  all  of  whom  are  already  actively  contributing. 
Joe  Armstrong  and  David  Grace  completed  their  three-year  terms  and  we 
thank  them  for  their  hard  work  and  valuable  input.  In  addition,  former 
Chairman  Wendy  Ballinger  deserves  high  praise  for  her  four  years  of  time  and 
dedication,  which  continued  to  advance  the  effectiveness  of  this  committee. 
Finally,  our  committee  would  like  to  thank  Recording  Secretary  Jean  Martin 
for  her  continued  dedication  and  high  attention  to  detail.  Her  participation 
makes  it  easier  for  all  of  the  committee  members.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK 


The  Town  Clerk’s  office  has  had  a  busy  year.  The  Annual  Town  meeting  was 
held  on  March  4,  2006.  The  annual  town  election  took  place  on  April  1,  2006. 
For  the  first  time  the  local  election  polling  hours  were  changed  to  9:00  a. m.  -  6 
p.m.  The  change  was  well  received  and  represented  a  cost  saving  to  the  Town. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  site  plan  design  guidelines 
and  maximum  residential  heights  for  buildings.  There  was  a  September  State 
Primary.  The  General  Election  took  place  on  November  7,  2006.  The  Special 
Town  meeting  on  November  13  voted  a  number  of  zoning  issues  including 
design  review  of  ZBA  decisions,  wireless  communication  antennas  and  his¬ 
toric/traditional  architecture.  The  same  Special  Town  meeting  voted  to  estab¬ 
lish  an  Historic  Commission  in  Scituate. 

On  the  state  level,  requirements  for  local  accountability  for  Town  Clerks 
become  more  exacting  each  year.  This  demands  even  greater  emphasis  on 
technical  skill  to  perform  the  functions  of  the  office.  Fortunately,  in  past 
years,  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  blessed  with  staff  with  strong  technical  skill. 
They  developed  programs  to  meet  changing  needs.  The  current  staff  has 
expanded  the  programs  resulting  in  increased  efficiencies  and  production  in 
this  office.  The  Town  Clerk’s  office  has  served  as  a  software  test  site  for  three 
state-wide  releases  for  the  state  Central  Voting  Registration  system. 

Mary  Sancinito  continues  as  Assistant  Town  Clerk  and  Kathy  Curran  is 
the  full-time  senior  staff  member  in  the  office.  Once  again  this  year  the 
Clerk’s  office  is  participating  in  the  high  school  mentoring  program  coordi¬ 
nated  by  Mr.  Haddad.  In  the  Spring  session,  Scott  Gustafson  completed  his 
year  and  graduated  from  Scituate  High  School.  Ashley  Fountaine  joined  us 
for  the  Fall  term.  Each  person  on  this  staff  makes  valuable  contributions  to 
the  progress  of  this  office. 

We  would  like  to  note  the  work  of  the  archive  staff.  Requests  for  research 
often  begin  in  the  Clerk’s  office,  but  more  extensive  research  ends  with  the 
archives.  The  archives  is  a  wealth  of  information  for  vital  records,  but  also 
has  extensive  land  use,  building  and  financial  records.  Interest  in  those  sub¬ 
ject  areas  has  significantly  increased.  We  thank  the  volunteer  archives  staff  - 
Elizabeth  Foster,  Archivist,  Paul  Crowley,  Maureen  Dowd,  Pat  Jones,  and  for¬ 
mer  Town  Clerk,  Bobbie  Maffucci. 

We  thank  all  the  departments  who  give  us  so  much  help  each  year  -  espe¬ 
cially  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Police  Department  and  the  custo¬ 
dial  staff  at  the  high  school.  They  are  a  pleasure  to  work  with.  Thank  you  to 
the  general  public.  We  look  forward  to  being  of  assistance.

Bylaw:  Section  200,  Definitions  to  define  a  Mixed  Use  Building  and  redefine 
Multi-family  Dwelling;  also  Section  310,  Types  of  Districts;  Section  320, 
Location  of  Districts  and  Section  340,  Definition  of  Zoning  Districts  and  cre¬ 
ate  a  new  Section  560,  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  to  establish  the 
aforementioned  Zoning  District  in  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  Section  560  would 
establish  an  approval  process  and  criteria  for  a  Special  Permit  for  mixed  use 
buildings  in  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  including  requirements  for 
a  percentage  of  affordable  residential  units;  building  and  site  design;  open 
space;  parking;  appropriate  drainage  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection 
District;  and  landscaping.  It  also  establishes  maximum  densities  for  residen¬ 
tial  dwelling  units.  This  article  will  establish  the  location  of  the  Village 
Business  Overlay  District  on  the  Zoning  Map  as  an  overlay  of  the  Harbor 
Business  Zoning  District  in  Scituate  Harbor  and  the  General  Business  Zoning 
District  in  North  Scituate  and  Greenbush;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.

VILLAGE  BUSINESS  OVERLAY  DISTRICT 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  various  sections  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  as 
noted  below  to  create  a  Village  Business  Overlay  District  for  the  Scituate 
Harbor,  Greenbush,  and  North  Scituate  Business  Districts,  by  taking  the  fol¬ 
lowing  actions  listed  below: 

1 .  Amend  Section  200,  Definitions,  by  adding  the  following  new  definition 
for  a  Mixed  Use  Building  and  adding  the  new  language  highlighted  in  bold  to 
the  definition  of  Multi-Family  Dwelling: 

MIXED  USE  BUILDING 

A  building  containing  residential  dwelling  units  and  any  of  the  other  uses 
allowed  by  right  in  the  Business  District  except  a  showroom  for  building 
supplies,  or  accessory  uses  of  industry  or  light  manufacturing. 

MULTI-FAMILY  DWELLING 

A  building  containing  more  than  two  (2)  dwelling  units,  exclusive  of 
accessory  dwellings,  and  not  classified  as  a  one  or  two-family  dwelling, 
and  containing  only  residential  uses  and  uses  accessory  to  them. 

2.  Amend  Section  310,  Types  of  Districts,  by  adding  a  new  District,  VBOD 
“Village  Business  Overlay  District.” 

3.  Amend  Section  340,  Definition  of  Zoning  Districts,  by  adding  a  final  para¬ 
graph  as  follows: 
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VILLAGE  BUSINESS  OVERLAY  DISTRICT 

This  district  is  an  overlay  of  other  zoning  districts.  Its  applicability  and 
definition  are  outlined  in  Section  560. 

4.  Amend  the  Scituate  Zoning  Bylaw  by  adding  the  new  Section  560,  Village 
Business  Overlay  District,  as  follows: 

560.  VILLAGE  BUSINESS  OVERLAY  DISTRICT 

560.1  Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District  is  to  promote  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  local,  small-scale  businesses;  encourage  alternative  modes  of 
transportation  such  as  public  transit,  bicycling,  and  walking;  provide  for 
higher  density  mixed  use  and 

multifamily  housing  in  village  areas;  provide  for  a  variety  in  residential 
housing  development  patterns  and  which  reflect  the  unique  characteris¬ 
tics  of  each  subarea;  increase  the  production  of  housing  affordable  to  low 
and  moderate  income  households;  and  encourage  efficient  provision  of 
necessary  utilities  and  community  services.  The  Village  Business 
Overlay  District  will  not  change  the  zoning  of  the  underlying  district 
which  can  continue  to  be  applied  except  where  an  applicant  voluntarily 
wishes  to  use  the  provisions  of  this  Section  560. 

560.2  Permitted  Uses. 

In  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  all  of  the  uses  permitted  in  the  under¬ 
lying  Zoning  District(s)  shall  be  permitted  as  of  right. 

560.3  Uses  Permissible  by  Special  Permit. 

The  following  uses  may  be  permitted  by  Special  Permit  in  the  Village 
Business  Overlay  District: 

A.  Any  use  permitted  by  Special  Permit  in  the  underlying  Zoning  District  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  that  district. 

B.  A  mixed  use  building  provided  that  a  Special  Permit  is  obtained  from  the 
Planning  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  560  of  this 
bylaw. 

560.4  Requirements  for  Mixed  Use  Buildings. 

The  Planning  Board  may  issue  a  Special  Permit  for  a  mixed  use  building 
in  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  subject  to  the  following  condi¬ 
tions: 

A.  The  lot  or  yard  areas  required  for  any  new  building  or  use  shall  not 
include  any  part  of  a  lot  that  is  required  by  any  other  building  or  use  to 
comply  with  any  requirements  of  this  bylaw. 
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B.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  project  meets  the  Design 
Review  Standards  of  Section  560.8. 

C.  Fifteen  (15)  percent  of  the  total  number  of  dwelling  units  must  be  afford¬ 
able  to  low-  and  moderate-income  households  as  defined  in  Section  560.7 
B,  Affordability  Standards,  Rental  or  Sales  Price. 

D.  In  order  to  concentrate  retail  uses  in  the  center  of  each  village,  so  they  can 
better  be  supported  by  pedestrian  activity,  on  Front  St.,  Booth  Hill  Rd., 
all  of  Country  Way  in  Greenbush,  Country  Way  south  of  the  Bound 
Brook,  the  Driftway,  and  Gannett  Rd.  the  first  floor  shall  be  occupied  by 
retail  uses. 

E.  All  new  mixed  use  buildings  must  meet  the  following  dimensional 
requirements: 

Minimum  Lot  Area 

Per  Dwelling  Unit  The  number  of  units  permitted  shall  be  equiv¬ 
alent  of  up  to  16  units  per  40,000  sq.  ft.  or 
The  equivalent  of  17  to  20  units  per  40,000  sq. 
ft.  may  be  authorized  if  significant  public  ben¬ 
efits  are  provided  1  or 

Due  to  the  higher  residential  densities  already 
existing  in  that  village,  the  equivalent  of  up  to 
36  units  per  40,000  sq.  ft.  may  be  authorized 
in  Scituate  Harbor  if  parking  is  located  under¬ 
ground  and  significant  public  benefits  are  pro¬ 
vided1 

Open  Space  20%  of  lot  area  2 

1  See  Section  560.5,  Bonus  Density  Requirements,  below. 

2  Open  space  shall  not  include  land  set  aside  for  buildings,  driveways  or 
parking  uses.  This  requirement  may  be  waived  by  the  Planning  Board  in 
the  case  of  re-use  of  existing  buildings  for  mixed  use. 

Where  dimensional  requirements  are  not  specified,  construction  must 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  underlying  Zoning  District. 

560.5  Bonus  Density  Requirements. 

The  Planning  Board  may,  at  its  discretion,  permit  density  up  to  the  equiv¬ 
alent  of  20  units  per  40,000  sq.  ft.  of  lot  area  in  Greenbush  or  North 
Scituate,  or  up  to  the  equivalent  of  36  units  per  40,000  sq.  ft.  in  Scituate 
Harbor  if  parking  is  provided  under  the  mixed  use  structure,  provided  the 
Board  makes  a  written  finding  that  the  developer  will  provide  significant 
improvements  providing  a  public  benefit,  in  addition  to  those  improve¬ 
ments  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  bylaw. 
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These  improvements  shall  include  off-site  infrastructure  serving  a  public 
purpose,  such  as  sidewalks;  land  suitable  for  a  public  way;  upgrades  to 
drainage  or  water  distribution  systems  where  these  are  desired  by  the 
Town;  off-site  drainage  improvements  to  mitigate  impacts  of  stormwater 
on  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond;  open  space  in  desirable  locations,  with  pub¬ 
lic  access,  in  addition  to  the  open  space  required  by  this  Section  560;  land 
or  infrastructure  for  neighborhood  wastewater  treatment  or 
other  community  infrastructure;  additional  affordable  units  above  the 
number  required,  or  other  improvements  deemed  of  significant  value  by 
the  Planning  Board.  All  infrastructure  used  for  the  density  bonus  shall 
have  been  recommended  in  the  Master  Plan  or  other  plans  approved  or 
used  by  the  Town  of  Scituate  Board  of  Selectmen,  DPW,  Board  of  Health, 
Conservation  Commission  or  Planning  Board.  In  order  to  make  this 
determination,  the  following  are  required: 

A.  The  applicant  shall  provide  a  written  description  of  the  intended  improve¬ 
ments  with  the  public  benefit  of  each  and  its  significance  to  the  Town,  and 
a  sketch  plan  showing  the  location  and  type  of  improvements  and  their 
size  or  extent. 

B.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  a  bond  to  cover  the  cost  of  any  improve¬ 
ments  that  will  be  constructed,  or  a  binding  agreement  approved  by  Town 
Counsel,  to  remain  in  place  until  the  improvements  are  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  town. 

C.  The  applicant  shall  provide  adequate  parking  on  site,  in  total  or  in  part,  as 
indicated  in  Section  560.6,  Parking  Requirements  for  Mixed  Use 
Buildings,  below  for  all  proposed  housing  units. 

D.  A  specific  time  frame  for  the  completion  of  all  required  off-site  infra¬ 
structure  improvements  shall  be  incorporated  as  a  condition  of  approval 
of  the  Planning  Board. 

560.6  Parking  Requirements  for  Mixed  Use  Buildings. 

Parking  shall  be  provided  for  all  uses  according  to  the  requirements  of 
Section  760,  Parking  Requirements,  except  that  it  may  be  reduced  by  the 
Planning  Board  as  described  below. 

A.  Due  to  the  proximity  of  transit  service,  the  Planning  Board  may  authorize 
the  number  of  required  parking  spaces  indicated  in  the  table  below  for 
office  or  retail  uses  in  mixed  use  buildings: 

Use  Number  of  Spaces  Required 

Office  or  Retail  in  Mixed  Use  1  space  per  300  square  feet  within 
Buildings  in  Scituate  Harbor  or  400  feet  of  a  Town  Public  Parking 
North  Scituate  Lot,  or  within  400  feet  of  an 

MBTA  Parking  Lot  if  parking  is 
available  during  the  hours  of  oper¬ 
ation  of  the  retail  or  office  use. 
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B.  The  Planning  Board  may  waive  the  parking  requirements  of  this  Section 
for  office  and  retail  uses  in  all  villages  if  the  applicant  can  demonstrate 
that  sufficient  on-street  parking  (public  or  private)  exists  that  may  ade¬ 
quately  fulfill,  in  part  or  in  whole,  the  parking  needs  of  the  applicant,  or 
that  special  circumstances  exist,  such  as  the  shared  use  of  a  parking  lot  by 
activities  having  different  peak  demand  times. 

C.  In  Greenbush  and  North  Scituate,  due  to  the  proximity  of  transit,  the 
Planning  Board  may  reduce  required  parking  for  residential  units  in  a 
mixed  use  building  from  standard  requirements,  as  follows: 


Use  Number  of  Spaces  Required 

One  bedroom  unit  1  space 

Two  bedroom  unit  1.5  spaces 

Three  or  more  bedroom  unit  2  spaces 


560.7  Affordability  Standards. 

All  affordable  housing  units  required  to  meet  the  special  density  standards  of 
this  section  shall  meet  the  following  criteria. 

A.  Applicability. 

Applications  requesting  seven  or  fewer  dwelling  units  are  exempt  from 
this  requirement.  The  Planning  Board  may  waive  this  requirement  if  housing 
units  are  entirely  within  an  existing  historic  structure  either  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places,  the  State  Register  of  Historic  Places  or  on  a  list  of 
historic  structures  maintained  by  the  Scituate  Historical  Society. 

B.  Rental  or  Sales  Price. 

The  initial  rental  or  sales  price  shall  be  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate- 
income  households  with  income  at  or  below  eighty  (80)  percent  of  area  medi¬ 
an  income,  adjusted  for  household  size,  for  the  metropolitan  or  non-metro¬ 
politan  area  that  includes  the  Town  of  Scituate  as  determined  annually  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD). 

C.  Deed  Restriction. 

The  subsequent  rent  or  sales  prices  or  rents  shall  be  controlled  through  a 
deed  rider  or  an  affordable  housing  restriction  as  defined  by  G.L.  c.184, 
Section  3 1 ,  recorded  at  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  shall  be 
in  force  in  perpetuity  or  as  long  a  period  as  legally  possible. 

D.  Location  of  Units. 

All  affordable  housing  units  shall  be  distributed  throughout  the  remain¬ 
ing  proposed  housing  units.  The  number  of  one-,  two-  and  three-bedroom 
units  shall  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  that  of  the  market  rate  units.  The 
affordable  units  shall  be  designed  so  the  exteriors  are  comparable  in  general 
design  and  appearance  to  those  of  the  market  rate  units. 
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E.  Off-site  Units. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  applicant  may  substitute  off¬ 
site  affordable  housing  units  which  are  priced  and  deed-restricted  as  required 
under  this  Section.  The  number  of  affordable  units  provided  must  be  at  least 
the  number  required  by  this  Section.  In  considering  whether  to  accept  these 
units,  the  Planning  Board  shall  consider  the  geographic  distribution  of  afford¬ 
able  housing  throughout  the  town  and  avoid  concentration  in  any  one  partic¬ 
ular  area  of  Scituate. 

F.  Compliance  with  LIP  Program. 

As  required  for  affordable  housing  to  count  towards  the  Town  of 
Scituate’s  Housing  Inventory,  the  applicant  must  comply  with  low-  or  moder¬ 
ate-income  housing  regulations  and  guidelines  of  the  Local  Initiative  Program 
(LIP),  760  CMR  45.00,  or  another  similar  state-approved  program  in  effect  on 
the  date  of  application.  Evidence  must  be  provided  to  the  Planning  Board  of 
a  recorded  deed  restriction  on  resale,  designation  of  a  monitoring  agent 
acceptable  to  the  Planning  Board,  and  an  affirmative  marketing  plan  prior  to 
issuance  of  the  first  occupancy  permit. 

G.  Number  of  Affordable  Units. 

The  number  of  affordable  housing  units  required  shall  be  equal  to  fifteen 
per  cent  (15%)  of  the  total  of  proposed  housing  units,  rounded  to  the  nearest 
whole  number,  except  that  fractions  up  to  and  including  .5  units  shall  be 
rounded  down  to  the  next  lower  whole  number.  The  requirements  for  afford¬ 
able  units  are  thus  as  follows:

560.8  Design  Review  Standards. 

In  reviewing  an  application  for  a  Special  Permit  for  development  within 
the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  the  Planning  Board  shall  consider 
the  extent  to  which  the  application  satisfies  the  general  standards  enu¬ 
merated  in  Section  950  and  the  Design  Review  Standards  detailed  below. 
A.  Roofs. 

1.  Roofs  shall  be  pitched  to  center  ridge,  except  that  in  Greenbush, 
mansard  roofs  shall  be  allowed  as  this  is  a  distinguishing  architectural 
characteristic  of  this  village. 

2.  Dormers  within  pitched  roofs  shall  be  encouraged,  but  no  more  than 
twenty  (20)  feet  in  width.  Dormers  shall  be  exempt  from  roof  pitch 
requirements. 


3.  Sloped  or  pitched  roofs  with  a  minimum  of  8:12  slope  shall  be 
required,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  D.,  below. 

4.  To  allow  design  variation,  up  to  twenty  (20)  percent  of  the  roof  area 
may  be  flat  or  of  other  design  than  a  sloped  or  pitched  roof. 

B.  Facade  treatment. 

1.  The  use  of  awnings  or  canopies  over  windows  of  first  floor  commer¬ 
cial  uses  shall  be  encouraged. 

2.  A  minimum  of  fifty  (50)  percent  of  ground  floor  building  facades  and 
thirty  (30)  percent  of  second  floor  building  facades  facing  public  ways 
shall  be  glazed. 

C.  Front  Yard  Setbacks. 

1 .  To  reflect  the  different  intensities  of  existing  development  in  the  indi¬ 
vidual  villages,  while  encouraging  development  close  to  the  street  to  pro¬ 
mote  shopping  and  walkability,  the  following  front  yard  setbacks  shall  be 
established  in  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District:

The  Planning  Board  may  waive  the  maximum  front  yard  setback  on  corner 
lots  for  existing  buildings  which  are  intended  to  be  converted  to  mixed  use. 

2.  In  order  to  prevent  a  “canyon”  effect  caused  by  the  taller  buildings 
needed  to  accommodate  higher  densities,  in  any  building  or  lot  located  on 
Front  St.  in  Scituate  Harbor  containing  more  than  two  (2)  stories,  the 
third  story  and  above  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of  seven  (7)  feet 
behind  the  first  story.  In  these  cases,  the  roof  over  the  first  two  stories 
shall  be  exempt  from  Section  560.8  A,  Roofs,  above. 

3.  Parking  areas  are  prohibited  within  the  front  yard  setbacks  in  North 
Scituate  and  in  Greenbush  on  Country  Way  and  the  Driftway  to  preserve 
green  space  in  the  town’s  least  densely  developed  villages.  The  Planning 
Board  may  waive  this  requirement  at  their  discretion  where  existing 
buildings  are  redeveloped  for  mixed  use.

D.  Side  and  Rear  Yard  Setbacks. 

In  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  rear  yard  setbacks  shall  be  as 
follows:

Where  a  property  is  adjacent  to  a  Residential  Zoning  District  or  a  resi¬ 
dential  use,  the  minimum  side  or  rear  yard  setback  shall  be  twenty  (20) 
feet  in  Greenbush  or  North  Scituate  and  30’  in  Scituate  Harbor.  Larger 
setbacks  are  required  in  Scituate  Harbor  as  a  buffer  for  abutting  proper¬ 
ties  and  nearby  small  scale  neighborhood  housing. 

E.  Special  Setbacks  -  Scituate  Harbor. 

In  order  to  protect  views  of  the  water  that  give  the  harbor  its  special  char¬ 
acter,  and  to  provide  a  buffer  for  nearby  small  scale  neighborhood  hous¬ 
ing,  the  height  of  mixed  use  buildings  shall  be  limited  within  key  setback 
areas  in  Scituate  Harbor.  In  Scituate  Harbor,  within  50’  of  the  water’s 
edge,  or  within  50’  of  an  adjacent  residential  Zoning  District  the  maxi¬ 
mum  height  for  new  mixed  use  buildings  shall  be  35’. 

F.  Greenbush  Design  Standards. 

To  encourage  new  development  on  large  parcels  while  visually  maintain¬ 
ing  the  smaller  residential  scale  characteristic  of  the  area,  the  following 
limitations  shall  apply  to  mixed  use  buildings  in  Greenbush: 

1.  No  building  structure  shall  be  longer  than  one  hundred  twenty  (120) 
feet  measured  along  any  side  of  the  building  which  faces  the  street. 

2.  Front  building  facades  shall  be  no  longer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  without 
articulation. 

G.  Parking  and  Landscaping. 

1.  Driveways  shall  be  no  greater  than  twenty-four  (24)  feet  in  width. 
Shared  access  to  parking  lots  by  two  or  more  businesses  is  to  be  encour¬ 
aged  wherever  possible. 

2.  A  Landscape  Plan  shall  be  required  for  all  submissions,  except  where 
waived  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  may  adopt  specific 
regulations  for  landscaping  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District  and 
other  areas. 

3.  Special  Standards  for  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District.  In 

order  to  protect  water  quality  in  the  town’s  Reservoir  and  groundwater 
drinking  water  supplies,  the  following  special  standards  for  landscaping 
and  stormwater  management  apply  to  development  under  this  Section 
560  within  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District: 

a.  On-Site  Recharge.  To  the  greatest  extent  possible,  all  stormwater 
shall  be  recharged  on  site  and  design  techniques  shall  be  used  to  reduce 
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the  generation  of  stormwater  and  non-point  source  pollution  by  limit¬ 
ing  impervious  surfaces,  treating  stormwater,  maximizing  open  space 
and  minimizing  disturbance  of  natural  areas. 

b.  Minimization  of  Impervious  Surface.  Impervious  surface  shall  be 

minimized  by:  providing  only  as  much  parking  as  required  by  the 
Zoning  Bylaw,  particularly  within  the  buffer  described  in  Section 
510.4;  using  short  and  narrow  driveways,  permeable  paving,  green 
rooftop  systems,  and  low  impact  development  techniques  as  described 
in  references  such  as  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of 
Environmental  Affairs  LID  homepage 

(http://www.mass.gov/envir/lid/default.htm)  in  current  versions  wher¬ 
ever  possible. 

c.  Treatment  of  Front  Yards.  All  front  yards  shall  be  landscaped,  but 
new  lawn  area  shall  be  minimized  and  the  use  of  fertilizer  in  general 
shall  be  discouraged.  Front  yards  shall  not  include  impervious  sur¬ 
faces  except  for  a  driveway,  walkways,  or  paved  outdoor  dining  patios, 
which  shall  constitute  no  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the 
front  yard  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

d.  Use  of  Best  Management  Practices.  At  a  minimum,  drainage  shall 
be  handled  through  Best  Management  Practices  as  described  in  the 
current  version  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  Stormwater  Management,  Vol.  II:  Stormwater  Technical 
Handbook. 

4.  New  landscaping  shall  not  include  invasive  plants,  as  identified  on  a 
list  provided  by  the  Planning  Department,  and  to  the  greatest  extent  pos¬ 
sible,  existing  invasive  plants  will  be  removed.  Native  plants  shall  be 
used  in  landscaping  wherever  possible. 

5.  Screening.  All  buildings  and  parking  areas  within  50’  of  an  adjacent 
Residential  Zoning  District  shall  be  screened  on  each  side  adjoining  res¬ 
idential  premises,  except  where  screening  is  already  provided  by  an  exist¬ 
ing  fence,  wall,  hedge  or  natural  terrain  feature.  Said  screening  shall  be 
maintained  in  good  condition  and  no 

6.  advertising  shall  be  placed  thereon,  and  shall  be  designed  so  as  not  to 
obstruct  vehicle  sight  distances  at  entrances,  exits  or  street  intersections. 
Screening  provisions  may  be  modified  or  waived  by  the  Planning  Board 
for  good  cause. 

560.9  Special  Permit  Review  Procedure. 

A.  Pre- Application  Meeting.  A  pre-application  meeting  with  the  Town 
Planner  prior  to  the  submittal  of  a  Special  Permit  application  is  strongly 
encouraged.  A  preliminary  concept  plan  should  be  provided  at  this  meet¬ 
ing.  The  preliminary  concept  plans  shall  be  at  a  scale  of  1”  =  40’,  unless 
the  applicant  and  Town  Planner  agree  on  a  more  appropriate  scale. 

B.  Review  Process.  The  application  requirements,  standard  of  review, 
project  completion  requirements  and  applicability  of  approval  require¬ 
ments  described  in  Section  770  shall  also  apply  to  this  Section.

5.  Amend  the  Zoning  Map  to  establish  the  location  of  the  Village 
Business  Overlay  District  on  the  Zoning  Map  as  an  overlay  of  the  Harbor 
Business  Zoning  District  in  Scituate  Harbor  and  the  General  Business 
Zoning  District  in  North  Scituate  and  Greenbush.  The  new  district  is 
shown  on  three  maps  entitled  “Village  Business  Overlay  District  -  Scituate 
Harbor,”  “Village  Business  Overlay  District  -  North  Scituate,”  and  “Village 
Business  Overlay  District  -  Greenbush,”  all  dated  12/13/05  and  available  at 
the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  and  the  Office  of  the  Planning  Board.  These  areas 
shall  be  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  as  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District. 
Planning  Board 

VOTED  to  amend  various  sections  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  as  noted  below  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  Village  Business  Overlay  District  for  the  Scituate  Harbor,  Greenbush, 
and  North  Scituate  Business  Districts,  by  taking  the  following  actions  listed 
below: 

1 .  Amend  Section  200,  Definitions,  by  adding  the  following  new  definition 
for  a  Mixed  Use  Building  and  adding  the  new  language  highlighted  in 
bold  to  the  definition  of  Multi-Family  Dwelling: 

MIXED  USE  BUILDING 

A  building  containing  residential  dwelling  units  and  any  of  the  other  uses 
allowed  by  right  in  the  Business  District  except  a  showroom  for  building 
supplies,  or  accessory  uses  of  industry  or  light  manufacturing. 

MULTI-FAMILY  DWELLING 

A  building  containing  more  than  two  (2)  dwelling  units,  exclusive  of 
accessory  dwellings,  and  not  classified  as  a  one  or  two-family  dwelling, 
and  containing  only  residential  uses  and  uses  accessory  to  them. 

2.  Amend  Section  310,  Types  of  Districts,  by  adding  a  new  District,  VBOD 
“Village  Business  Overlay  District.” 

3.  Amend  Section  340,  Definition  of  Zoning  Districts,  by  adding  a  final 
paragraph  as  follows: 

VILLAGE  BUSINESS  OVERLAY  DISTRICT 

This  district  is  an  overlay  of  other  zoning  districts.  Its  applicability  and 
definition  are  outlined  in  Section  560. 

4.  Amend  the  Scituate  Zoning  Bylaw  by  adding  the  new  Section  560,  Village 
Business  Overlay  District,  as  follows: 
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560. 


VILLAGE  BUSINESS  OVERLAY  DISTRICT 


560.1  Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District  is  to  promote  opportu¬ 
nities  for  local,  small-scale  businesses;  encourage  alternative  modes  of  trans¬ 
portation  such  as  public  transit,  bicycling,  and  walking;  provide  for  higher 
density  mixed  use  and  multifamily  housing  in  village  areas;  provide  for  a  vari¬ 
ety  in  residential  housing  development  patterns  and  which  reflect  the  unique 
characteristics  of  each  subarea;  increase  the  production  of  housing  affordable 
to  low  and  moderate  income  households;  and  encourage  efficient  provision  of 
necessary  utilities  and  community  services.  The  Village  Business  Overlay 
District  will  not  change  the  zoning  of  the  underlying  district  which  can  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  applied  except  where  an  applicant  voluntarily  wishes  to  use  the 
provisions  of  this  Section  560. 

560.2  Permitted  Uses. 

In  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  all  of  the  uses  permitted  in  the  under¬ 
lying  Zoning  District(s)  shall  be  permitted  as  of  right. 

560.3  Uses  Permissible  by  Special  Permit. 

The  following  uses  may  be  permitted  by  Special  Permit  in  the  Village 
Business  Overlay  District: 

A.  Any  use  permitted  by  Special  Permit  in  the  underlying  Zoning  District  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  that  district. 

B.  A  mixed  use  building  provided  that  a  Special  Permit  is  obtained  from  the 
Planning  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  560  of  this 
bylaw. 

560.4  Requirements  for  Mixed  Use  Buildings. 

The  Planning  Board  may  issue  a  Special  Permit  for  a  mixed  use  building  in 
the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

A.  The  lot  or  yard  areas  required  for  any  new  building  or  use  shall  not  include 
any  part  of  a  lot  that  is  required  by  any  other  building  or  use  to  comply  with 
any  requirements  of  this  bylaw. 

B.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  project  meets  the  Design  Review 
Standards  of  Section  560.8. 

C.  Fifteen  (15)  percent  of  the  total  number  of  dwelling  units  must  be  afford¬ 
able  to  low-  and  moderate-income  households  as  defined  in  Section  560.7  B, 
Affordability  Standards,  Rental  or  Sales  Price. 

D.  In  order  to  concentrate  retail  uses  in  the  center  of  each  village,  so  they  can 
better  be  supported  by  pedestrian  activity,  on  Front  St.,  Booth  Hill  Rd.,  all  of 
Country  Way  in  Greenbush,  Country  Way  south  of  the  Bound  Brook,  the 
Driftway,  and  Gannett  Rd.  the  first  floor  shall  be  occupied  by  retail  uses. 

E.  All  new  mixed  use  buildings  must  meet  the  following  dimensional 
requirements:

2  Open  space  shall  not  include  land  set  aside  for  buildings,  driveways  or  park¬ 
ing  uses.  This  requirement  may  be  waived  by  the  Planning  Board  in  the  case 
of  re-use  of  existing  buildings  for  mixed  use. 

Where  dimensional  requirements  are  not  specified,  construction  must  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  underlying  Zoning  District. 

560.5  Bonus  Density  Requirements. 

The  Planning  Board  may,  at  its  discretion,  permit  density  up  to  the  equiv¬ 
alent  of  20  units  per  40,000  sq.  ft.  of  lot  area  in  Greenbush  or  North 
Scituate,  or  up  to  the  equivalent  of  36  units  per  40,000  sq.  ft.  in  Scituate 
Harbor  if  parking  is  provided  under  the  mixed  use  structure,  provided  the 
Board  makes  a  written  finding  that  the  developer  will  provide  significant 
improvements  providing  a  public  benefit,  in  addition  to  those  improve¬ 
ments  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  bylaw. 

These  improvements  shall  include  off-site  infrastructure  serving  a  public 
purpose,  such  as  sidewalks;  land  suitable  for  a  public  way;  upgrades  to 
drainage  or  water  distribution  systems  where  these  are  desired  by  the 
Town;  off-site  drainage  improvements  to  mitigate  impacts  of  stormwater 
on  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Pond;  open  space  in  desirable  locations,  with  pub¬ 
lic  access,  in  addition  to  the  open  space  required  by  this  Section  560;  land 
or  infrastructure  for  neighborhood  wastewater  treatment  or  other  com¬ 
munity  infrastructure;  additional  affordable  units  above  the  number 
required,  or  other  improvements  deemed  of  significant  value  by  the 
Planning  Board.  All  infrastructure  used  for  the  density  bonus  shall  have 
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been  recommended  in  the  Master  Plan  or  other  plans  approved  or  used  by 
the  Town  of  Scituate  Board  of  Selectmen,  DPW,  Board  of  Health, 
Conservation  Commission  or  Planning  Board.  In  order  to  make  this 
determination,  the  following  are  required: 

A.  The  applicant  shall  provide  a  written  description  of  the  intended  improve¬ 
ments  with  the  public  benefit  of  each  and  its  significance  to  the  Town,  and 
a  sketch  plan  showing  the  location  and  type  of  improvements  and  their 
size  or  extent. 

B.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  a  bond  to  cover  the  cost  of  any  improve¬ 
ments  that  will  be  constructed,  or  a  binding  agreement  approved  by  Town 
Counsel,  to  remain  in  place  until  the  improvements  are  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  town. 

C.  The  applicant  shall  provide  adequate  parking  on  site,  in  total  or  in  part,  as 
indicated  in  Section  560.6,  Parking  Requirements  for  Mixed  Use 
Buildings,  below  for  all  proposed  housing  units. 

D.  A  specific  time  frame  for  the  completion  of  all  required  off-site  infra¬ 
structure  improvements  shall  be  incorporated  as  a  condition  of  approval 
of  the  Planning  Board. 

560.6  Parking  Requirements  for  Mixed  Use  Buildings. 

Parking  shall  be  provided  for  all  uses  according  to  the  requirements  of 
Section  760,  Parking  Requirements,  except  that  it  may  be  reduced  by  the 
Planning  Board  as  described  below. 

A.  Due  to  the  proximity  of  transit  service,  the  Planning  Board  may  authorize 
the  number  of  required  parking  spaces  indicated  in  the  table  below  for 
office  or  retail  uses  in  mixed  use  buildings:

B.  The  Planning  Board  may  waive  the  parking  requirements  of  this  Section 
for  office  and  retail  uses  in  all  villages  if  the  applicant  can  demonstrate 
that  sufficient  on-street  parking  (public  or  private)  exists  that  may  ade¬ 
quately  fulfill,  in  part  or  in  whole,  the  parking  needs  of  the  applicant,  or 
that  special  circumstances  exist,  such  as  the  shared  use  of  a  parking  lot  by 
activities  having  different  peak  demand  times. 
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C.  In  Greenbush  and  North  Scituate,  due  to  the  proximity  of  transit,  the 
Planning  Board  may  reduce  required  parking  for  residential  units  in  a 
mixed  use  building  from  standard  requirements,  as  follows:

560.7  Affordability  Standards. 

All  affordable  housing  units  required  to  meet  the  special  density  stan¬ 
dards  of  this  section  shall  meet  the  following  criteria. 

A.  Applicability. 

Applications  requesting  seven  or  fewer  dwelling  units  are  exempt  from 
this  requirement.  The  Planning  Board  may  waive  this  requirement  if 
housing  units  are  entirely  within  an  existing  historic  structure  either  on 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  the  State  Register  of  Historic 
Places  or  on  a  list  of  historic  structures  maintained  by  the  Scituate 
Historical  Society. 

B.  Rental  or  Sales  Price. 

The  initial  rental  or  sales  price  shall  be  affordable  to  low-  and  moderate- 
income  households  with  income  at  or  below  eighty  (80)  percent  of  area 
median  income,  adjusted  for  household  size,  for  the  metropolitan  or  non¬ 
metropolitan  area  that  includes  the  Town  of  Scituate  as  determined  annu¬ 
ally  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD). 

C.  Deed  Restriction. 

The  subsequent  rent  or  sales  prices  or  rents  shall  be  controlled  through  a 
deed  rider  or  an  affordable  housing  restriction  as  defined  by  G.L.  c.184. 
Section  31,  recorded  at  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  shall 
be  in  force  in  perpetuity  or  as  long  a  period  as  legally  possible. 

D.  Location  of  Units. 

All  affordable  housing  units  shall  be  distributed  throughout  the  remain¬ 
ing  proposed  housing  units.  The  number  of  one-,  two-  and  three-bed¬ 
room  units  shall  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  that  of  the  market  rate  units. 
The  affordable  units  shall  be  designed  so  the  exteriors  are  comparable  in 
general  design  and  appearance  to  those  of  the  market  rate  units. 

E.  Off-site  Units. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  applicant  may  substitute  off¬ 
site  affordable  housing  units  which  are  priced  and  deed-restricted  as 
required  under  this  Section.  The  number  of  affordable  units  provided 
must  be  at  least  the  number  required  by  this  Section.  In  considering 
whether  to  accept  these  units,  the  Planning  Board  shall  consider  the  geo¬ 
graphic  distribution  of  affordable  housing  throughout  the  town  and  avoid 
concentration  in  any  one  particular  area  of  Scituate. 
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F.  Compliance  with  LIP  Program. 

As  required  for  affordable  housing  to  count  towards  the  Town  of 
Scituate's  Housing  Inventory,  the  applicant  must  comply  with  low-  or 
moderate-income  housing  regulations  and  guidelines  of  the  Local 
Initiative  Program  (LIP),  760  CMR  45.00,  or  another  similar  state- 
approved  program  in  effect  on  the  date  of  application.  Evidence  must  be 
provided  to  the  Planning  Board  of  a  recorded  deed  restriction  on  resale, 
designation  of  a  monitoring  agent  acceptable  to  the  Planning  Board,  and 
an  affirmative  marketing  plan  prior  to  issuance  of  the  first  occupancy  per¬ 
mit. 

G.  Number  of  Affordable  Units. 

The  number  of  affordable  housing  units  required  shall  be  equal  to  fifteen 
per  cent  (15%)  of  the  total  of  proposed  housing  units,  rounded  to  the 
nearest  whole  number,  except  that  fractions  up  to  and  including  .5  units 
shall  be  rounded  down  to  the  next  lower  whole  number.  The  require¬ 
ments  for  affordable  units  are  thus  as  follows:

560.8  Design  Review  Standards. 

In  reviewing  an  application  for  a  Special  Permit  for  development 
within  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District,  the  Planning  Board 
shall  consider  the  extent  to  which  the  application  satisfies  the  gener¬ 
al  standards  enumerated  in  Section  950  and  the  Design  Review 
Standards  detailed  below. 

A.  Roofs. 

1 .  Roofs  shall  be  pitched  to  center  ridge  in  keeping  with  the  distin¬ 
guishing  architectural  characteristics  of  the  villages. 

2.  Dormers  within  pitched  roofs  shall  be  encouraged,  but  no  more 
than  twenty  (20)  feet  in  width.  Dormers  shall  be  exempt  from  roof 
pitch  requirements. 

3.  Sloped  or  pitched  roofs  with  a  minimum  of  8:12  slope  shall  be 
required,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  D.,  below. 

4.  To  allow  design  variation,  up  to  twenty  (20)  percent  of  the  roof 
area  may  be  flat  or  of  other  design  than  a  sloped  or  pitched  roof. 
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B.  Facade  treatment. 

1 .  The  use  of  awnings  or  canopies  over  windows  of  first  floor  com¬ 
mercial  uses  shall  be  encouraged. 

2.  A  minimum  of  fifty  (50)  percent  of  ground  floor  building  facades 
and  thirty  (30)  percent  of  second  floor  building  fa?ades  facing  pub¬ 
lic  ways  shall  be  glazed. 

C.  Front  Yard  Setbacks. 

1 .  To  reflect  the  different  intensities  of  existing  development  in  the 
individual  villages,  while  encouraging  development  close  to  the 
street  to  promote  shopping  and  walkability,  the  following  front  yard 
setbacks  shall  be  established  in  the  Village  Business  Overlay 
District:

The  Planning  Board  may  waive  the  maximum  front  yard  setback  on 
corner  lots  for  existing  buildings  which  are  intended  to  be  converted 
to  mixed  use. 

2.  In  order  to  prevent  a  “canyon”  effect  caused  by  the  taller  build¬ 
ings  needed  to  accommodate  higher  densities,  in  any  building  or  lot 
located  on  Front  St.  in  Scituate  Harbor  containing  more  than  two  (2) 
stories,  the  third  story  and  above  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of 
seven  (7)  feet  behind  the  first  story.  In  these  cases,  the  roof  over  the 
first  two  stories  shall  be  exempt  from  Section  560.8  A,  Roofs,  above. 

3.  Parking  areas  are  prohibited  within  the  front  yard  setbacks  in 
North  Scituate  and  in  Greenbush  on  Country  Way  and  the  Driftway 
to  preserve  green  space  in  the  town’s  least  densely  developed  vil¬ 
lages.  The  Planning  Board  may  waive  this  requirement  at  their  dis¬ 
cretion  where  existing  buildings  are  redeveloped  for  mixed  use. 

D.  Side  and  Rear  Yard  Setbacks.

Where  a  property  is  adjacent  to  a  Residential  Zoning  District  or  a  res¬ 
idential  use,  the  minimum  side  or  rear  yard  setback  shall  be  twenty 
(20)  feet  in  Greenbush  or  North  Scituate  and  30’  in  Scituate  Harbor. 
Larger  setbacks  are  required  in  Scituate  Harbor  as  a  buffer  for  abut¬ 
ting  properties  and  nearby  small  scale  neighborhood  housing. 

E.  Special  Setbacks  -  Scituate  Harbor. 

In  order  to  protect  views  of  the  water  that  give  the  harbor  its  special 
character,  and  to  provide  a  buffer  for  nearby  small  scale  neighbor¬ 
hood  housing,  the  height  of  mixed  use  buildings  shall  be  limited 
within  key  setback  areas  in  Scituate  Harbor.  In  Scituate  Harbor, 
within  50’  of  the  water’s  edge,  or  within  50’  of  an  adjacent  residen¬ 
tial  Zoning  District  the  maximum  height  for  new  mixed  use  buildings 
shall  be  35’. 

F.  Greenbush  Design  Standards. 

To  encourage  new  development  on  large  parcels  while  visually  main¬ 
taining  the  smaller  residential  scale  characteristic  of  the  area,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  limitations  shall  apply  to  mixed  use  buildings  in  Greenbush: 

1.  No  building  structure  shall  be  longer  than  one  hundred  twenty 
(120)  feet  measured  along  any  side  of  the  building  which  faces  the 
street. 

2.  Front  building  facades  shall  be  no  longer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  with¬ 
out  articulation. 

G.  Parking  and  Landscaping. 

1 .  Driveways  shall  be  no  greater  than  twenty-four  (24)  feet  in  width. 
Shared  access  to  parking  lots  by  two  or  more  businesses  is  to  be 
encouraged  wherever  possible. 

2.  A  Landscape  Plan  shall  be  required  for  all  submissions,  except 
where  waived  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  may 
adopt  specific  regulations  for  landscaping  in  the  Water  Resource 
Protection  District  and  other  areas. 

3.  Special  Standards  for  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District. 

In  order  to  protect  water  quality  in  the  town’s  Reservoir  and  ground- 
water  drinking  water  supplies,  the  following  special  standards  for 
landscaping  and  stormwater  management  apply  to  development 
under  this  Section  560  within  in  the  Water  Resource  Protection 
District: 

a.  On-Site  Recharge.  To  the  greatest  extent  possible,  all 
stormwater  shall  be  recharged  on  site  and  design  techniques  shall 
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be  used  to  reduce  the  generation  of  stormwater  and  non-point 
source  pollution  by  limiting  impervious  surfaces,  treating 
stormwater,  maximizing  open  space  and  minimizing  disturbance 
of  natural  areas. 

b.  Minimization  of  Impervious  Surface.  Impervious  surface 
shall  be  minimized  by:  providing  only  as  much  parking  as 
required  by  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  particularly  within  the  buffer 
described  in  Section  510.4;  using  short  and  narrow  driveways, 
permeable  paving,  green  rooftop  systems,  and  low  impact  devel¬ 
opment  techniques  as  described  in  references  such  as  the 
Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  LID 
homepage  (http://www.mass.gov/envir/lid/default.htm)  in  cur¬ 
rent  versions  wherever  possible. 

c.  Treatment  of  Front  Yards.  All  front  yards  shall  be  land¬ 
scaped,  but  new  lawn  area  shall  be  minimized  and  the  use  of  fer¬ 
tilizer  in  general  shall  be  discouraged.  Front  yards  shall  not 
include  impervious  surfaces  except  for  a  driveway,  walkways,  or 
paved  outdoor  dining  patios,  which  shall  constitute  no  more  than 
twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the  front  yard  to  the  greatest  extent 
possible. 

d. Use  of  Best  Management  Practices.  At  a  minimum,  drainage 
shall  be  handled  through  Best  Management  Practices  as 
described  in  the  current  version  of  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection  Stormwater  Management,  Vol.  II: 
Stormwater  Technical  Handbook. 

4.  New  landscaping  shall  not  include  invasive  plants,  as  identified 
on  a  list  provided  by  the  Planning  Department,  and  to  the  greatest 
extent  possible,  existing  invasive  plants  will  be  removed.  Native 
plants  shall  be  used  in  landscaping  wherever  possible. 

5.  Screening.  All  buildings  and  parking  areas  within  50'  of  an  adja¬ 
cent  Residential  Zoning  District  shall  be  screened  on  each  side 
adjoining  residential  premises,  except  where  screening  is  already 
provided  by  an  existing  fence,  wall,  hedge  or  natural  terrain  fea¬ 
ture.  Said  screening  shall  be  maintained  in  good  condition  and  no 
advertising  shall  be  placed  thereon,  and  shall  be  designed  so  as 
not  to  obstruct  vehicle  sight  distances  at  entrances,  exits  or  street 
intersections.  Screening  provisions  may  be  modified  or  waived 
by  the  Planning  Board  for  good  cause. 

560.9  Special  Permit  Review  Procedure. 

A.  Pre-Application  Meeting.  A  pre-application  meeting  with  the 
Town  Planner  prior  to  the  submittal  of  a  Special  Permit  applica¬ 
tion  is  strongly  encouraged.  A  preliminary  concept  plan  should 
be  provided  at  this  meeting.  The  preliminary  concept  plans  shall 
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be  at  a  scale  of  1”  =  40’,  unless  the  applicant  and  Town  Planner 
agree  on  a  more  appropriate  scale. 

B.  Review  Process.  The  application  requirements,  standard  of 
review,  project  completion  requirements  and  applicability  of 
approval  requirements  described  in  Section  770  shall  also  apply 
to  this  Section. 

5.  Amend  the  Zoning  Map  to  establish  the  location  of  the  Village 
Business  Overlay  District  on  the  Zoning  Map  as  an  overlay  of  the 
Harbor  Business  Zoning  District  in  Scituate  Harbor  and  the  General 
Business  Zoning  District  in  North  Scituate  and  Greenbush.  The  new 
district  is  shown  on  three  maps  entitled  “Village  Business  Overlay 
District  -  Scituate  Harbor,”  “Village  Business  Overlay  District  - 
North  Scituate,”  and  “Village  Business  Overlay  District  - 
Greenbush,”  all  dated  12/13/05  and  available  at  the  Town  Clerk’s 
Office  and  the  Office  of  the  Planning  Board.  These  areas  shall  be 
shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  as  the  Village  Business  Overlay  District.

Article  22 

Site  Plan  Design  Guidelines 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  bylaws  by  creating  a  new 

Section  950  as  follows: 

950.  DESIGN  REVIEW  FOR  BUSINESS,  COMMERCIAL  AND 
MULTI-FAMILY  DEVELOPMENT 

A.  Applicability.  In  order  to  preserve  and  enhance  the  aesthetic 
quality  of  Scituate’s  built  environment  and  to  conserve  the  value  of 
its  land  and  buildings,  this  section  will  establish  a  process  of  design 
review  for  construction  of  new  buildings  or  expansion  of  existing 
buildings  which  are  required  by  this  Zoning  Bylaw  to  follow  the  pro¬ 
cedures  or  standards  of  Section  770,  Site  Plan  Special  Permits.  This 
Section  shall  not  apply  to  approval  of  the  following:  Flood  Plain 
Special  Permits,  Common  Driveway  Special  Permits,  or  Special 
Permits  for  accessory  dwellings  except  where  these  are  proposed 
above  businesses. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  ordinary 
maintenance,  repair  or  replacement  of  any  exterior  architectural  fea¬ 
ture  which  does  not  involve  a  change  in  design,  material,  color  or  the 
outward  appearance  of  a  building,  or  to  prevent  meeting  require¬ 
ments  by  a  duly  authorized  public  officer  to  be  necessary  for  public 
safety  because  of  an  unsafe  or  dangerous  condition,  nor  construed  to 
prevent  any  construction  or  alteration  under  a  permit  duly  issued 
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prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  section.  Single  and  two-family  houses 
shall  be  exempt  from  this  Section.  The  Planning  Board  may  waive 
this  process  where,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  not  needed  because  projects 
are  minor,  or  for  other  good  cause. 

B.  Design  Review  Committee.  A  Design  Review  Committee  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Planning  Board  to  perform  the  review  under  this 
Section.  It  shall  consist  of  three  members,  preferably  with  training 
and  experience  in  architecture  or  related  professions.  If  possible,  one 
member  shall  have  training  or  experience  in  historic  preservation  or 
shall  be  knowledgeable  with  regard  to  historic  architectural  styles. 
Each  member  shall  have  a  term  of  three  years.  Appointments  shall 
be  subject  to  the  terms  of  Section  10310  There  shall  be  no  limit  on 
the  number  of  terms  a  member  can  serve. 

C.  Review  Process.  The  Design  Review  Committee  shall,  upon 
written  request  of  the  Planning  Board,  Town  Planner  or  Planning 
Board  secretary,  meet  with  the  applicant  following  receipt  of  an 
application  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  Design  Review  Committee 
shall  provide  written  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Planning 
Board  during  the  public  hearing  process. 

D.  Application  Materials.  The  Design  Review  Committee  requires 
a  site  plan  showing  the  existing  conditions  of  a  site  as  well  as  the  pro¬ 
posed  changes,  floor  plans  for  all  floors  that  will  be  affected  by  the 
construction  whether  or  not  they  are  involved  in  the  principal  pro¬ 
posal,  a  roof  plan  showing  locations  of  mechanical  equipment,  and 
all  other  exterior  equipment  and  structures  mounted  on  the  roof;  and 
four  exterior  building  elevations,  whether  or  not  they  will  be 
changed.  All  drawings  should  have  dimensions  and  notes  to  indicate 
specific  materials  and  finishes  and  be  clearly  marked  as  new  or  exist¬ 
ing  to  remain,  whether  or  not  materials  are  proposed  for  modifica¬ 
tion.  The  Design  Review  Committee  may  request  additional  materi¬ 
als  to  illustrate  exterior  materials,  finishes  or  details. 

E.  Design  Guidelines.  The  Design  Review  Committee  shall  review 
new  buildings  and  substantial  improvements  with  professional  judg¬ 
ment,  and  with  reference  to  general  guidelines  that  the  proposed 
development  shall  relate  harmoniously  to  the  nature  and  context  of 
existing  buildings  in  the  vicinity. 

The  following  list  addresses  some  of  the  elements  by  which  the  suit¬ 
ability  of  proposed  designs  are  evaluated: 
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1.  Scale  of  the  Building:  The  scale  of  a  building  depends  on  its 
overall  size  and  mass,  its  relationship  to  the  open  space  around  it,  and 
the  sizes  of  its  doors,  windows,  porches  and  balconies.  The  scale 
gives  a  building  “presence”;  that  is,  it  makes  it  seem  big  or  small, 
awkward  or  graceful,  overpowering  or  unimportant.  The  scale  of  a 
building  should  be  visually  compatible  with  its  site  and  with  its 
neighborhood. 

2.  Height:  A  sudden  dramatic  change  in  building  height  can  have  a 
jarring  effect  on  the  streetscape,  i.e.,  the  way  the  whole  street  looks. 
A  tall  building  can  shade  its  neighbors  and/or  the  street  and  some¬ 
times  create  a  canyon-like  effect.  The  height  of  buildings  should  be 
visually  compatible  with  the  heights  of  the  buildings  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood. 

3.  Proportion  of  Building’s  Front  Facade:  The  “first  impression” 
a  building  gives  is  that  of  its  front  facade,  the  side  of  the  building, 
which  faces  the  most  frequently  used  public  way.  The  relationship 
of  the  width  to  the  height  of  the  front  facade  should  be  visually  com¬ 
patible  with  that  of  its  neighbors. 

4.  Rhythm  of  Solids  to  Voids  in  Front  Facades:  When  you  look 
at  any  facade  of  a  building,  you  see  openings  such  as  doors  or  win¬ 
dows  (voids)  in  the  wall  surface  (solid).  Usually  the  voids  appear  as 
dark  areas,  almost  holes,  in  the  solid  and  they  are  quite  noticeable, 
setting  up  a  pattern  or  rhythm.  The  pattern  of  solids  and  voids  in  the 
front  fa9ade  of  a  new  or  altered  building  should  be  visually  compat¬ 
ible  with  that  of  its  neighbors. 

5.  Proportions  of  Opening  within  the  Facility:  Windows  and 
doors  come  in  a  variety  of  shapes  and  sizes;  even  rectangular  win¬ 
dow  and  door  opening  can  appear  quite  different  depending  on  their 
dimensions.  The  relationship  of  the  height  of  windows  and  doors  to 
their  width  should  be  visually  compatible  with  the  architectural  style 
of  the  building  and  with  that  of  its  neighbors. 

6.  Roof  Shapes:  A  roof  can  have  a  dramatic  impact  on  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  building.  The  shape  and  proportion  of  the  roof  should  be 
visually  compatible  with  the  architectural  style  of  the  building  and 
with  those  of  neighboring  buildings. 

7.  Relationship  of  Facade  Materials:  The  facades  of  a  building 
are  what  give  it  character,  and  the  character  varies  depending  on  the 
materials  of  which  the  facades  are  made  and  their  color  and  texture. 
Many  different  materials  are  used  on  facades  -  clapboards,  shingles, 
patterned  siding,  brick  or  other  masonry  unit  -  depending  on  the 
architectural  style  of  the  building.  The  facades  of  a  building,  partic¬ 
ularly  the  front  fa9ade,  and  those  facades  occurring  on  corner  lots, 
should  be  visually  compatible  with  those  of  other  buildings  around 
it. 
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8.  Historic  or  traditional  architecture.  Historic  elements  reflect 
Scituate’s  rich  architectural  traditions.  Historic,  traditional  or  signif¬ 
icant  structures  or  architectural  elements  should  be  preserved  to  the 
extent  possible. 

9.  Site  Features:  The  size,  placement  and  materials  of  landscaping, 
walks,  walls,  fences,  signs,  lighting,  driveways  and  parking  areas 
may  have  a  visual  impact  on  a  building.  These  features  should  be 
visually  compatible  with  the  building  and  neighboring  buildings. 
Invasive  species,  as  indicated  on  a  list  available  from  the  Planning 
Department,  shall  not  be  used  in  new  landscaping.  Unique  or  attrac¬ 
tive  natural  features,  which  may  include  rocks,  outcroppings,  exist¬ 
ing  vegetation  and  specimen  trees,  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  pro¬ 
posed  landscaping.

All  drawings  should  have  dimensions  and  notes  to  indi¬ 
cate  specific  materials  and  finishes  and  be  clearly  marked  as  new  or 
existing  to  remain,  whether  or  not  materials  are  proposed  for  modi¬ 
fication.  The  Design  Review  Committee  may  request  additional 
materials  to  illustrate  exterior  materials,  finishes  or  details. 

E.  Design  Guidelines.  The  Design  Review  Committee  shall  review 
new  buildings  and  substantial  improvements  with  professional  judg¬ 
ment,  and  with  reference  to  general  guidelines  that  the  proposed 
development  shall  relate  harmoniously  to  the  nature  and  context  of 
existing  buildings  in  the  vicinity. 

The  following  list  addresses  some  of  the  elements  by  which  the  suit¬ 
ability  of  proposed  designs  are  evaluated: 

1)  Scale  of  the  Building:  The  scale  of  a  building  depends  on  its 
overall  size  and  mass,  its  relationship  to  the  open  space  around  it,  and 
the  sizes  of  its  doors,  windows,  porches  and  balconies.

6)  Roof  Shapes:  A  roof  can  have  a  dramatic  impact  on  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  building.  The  shape  and  proportion  of  the  roof  should  be 
visually  compatible  with  the  architectural  style  of  the  building  and 
with  those  of  neighboring  buildings. 

7)  Relationship  of  Facade  Materials:  The  facades  of  a  building 
are  what  give  it  character,  and  the  character  varies  depending  on  the 
materials  of  which  the  facades  are  made  and  their  color  and  texture. 
Many  different  materials  are  used  on  facades  -  clapboards,  shingles, 
patterned  siding,  brick  or  other  masonry  unit  -  depending  on  the 
architectural  style  of  the  building.  The  facades  of  a  building,  partic¬ 
ularly  the  front  facade,  and  those  facades  occurring  on  corner  lots, 
should  be  visually  compatible  with  those  of  other  buildings  around 
it. 
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8)  Historic  or  traditional  architecture.  Historic  elements  reflect 
Scituate's  rich  architectural  traditions.  Historic,  traditional  or  signif¬ 
icant  structures  or  architectural  elements  should  be  preserved  to  the 
extent  possible. 

9)  Site  Features:  The  size,  placement  and  materials  of  landscaping, 
walks,  walls,  fences,  signs,  lighting,  driveways  and  parking  areas 
may  have  a  visual  impact  on  a  building.  These  features  should  be 
visually  compatible  with  the  building  and  neighboring  buildings. 
Invasive  species,  as  indicated  on  a  list  available  from  the  Planning 
Department,  shall  not  be  used  in  new  landscaping.  Unique  or  attrac¬ 
tive  natural  features,  which  may  include  rocks,  outcroppings,  exist¬ 
ing  vegetation  and  specimen  trees,  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  pro¬ 
posed  landscaping.

Demolition  Bylaw 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  it’s  General  Bylaws  by  adding  the  fol¬ 
lowing  new  bylaw: 
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Town  of  Scituate  General  Bylaws  Section  32050  -  Preservation  of 
Historically  Significant  Buildings 

A.  Intent  and  Purpose 

This  by-law  is  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  and  protecting  significant 
buildings  within  the  Town  which  constitute  or  reflect  distinctive  features  of 
the  architectural,  cultural,  economic,  political  or  social  history  of  the  town  and 
to  limit  the  detrimental  effect  of  demolition  on  the  character  of  the  town. 
Through  this  bylaw,  owners  of  preferably  preserved  buildings  are  encouraged 
to  seek  out  alternative  options  that  will  preserve,  rehabilitate  or  restore  such 
buildings  and  residents  of  the  town  are  alerted  to  impending  demolitions  of 
significant  buildings.  By  preserving  and  protecting  significant  buildings, 
streetscapes  and  neighborhoods,  this  bylaw  promotes  the  public  welfare  by 
making  the  town  a  more  attractive  and  desirable  place  in  which  to  live  and 
work.  To  achieve  these  purposes  the  Historical  Commission  is  authorized  to 
advise  the  Building  Inspector  with  respect  to  demolition  permit  applications. 
The  issuance  of  demolition  permits  is  regulated  as  provided  by  this  by-law. 

B.  Definitions 

APPLICANT-  Any  person  or  entity  who  files  an  application  for  a  demolition 
permit.  If  the  applicant  is  not  the  owner  of  the  premises  upon  which  the  build¬ 
ing  is  situated,  the  owner  must  indicate  on  or  with  the  application  his/her 
assent  to  the  filing  of  the  application. 

APPLICATION  -  An  application  for  the  demolition  of  a  building. 
BUILDING  -  Any  combination  of  materials  forming  a  shelter  for  persons, 
animals,  or  property. 

BUILDING  COMMISSIONER  -  The  person  occupying  the  office  of 
Building  Commissioner  or  otherwise  authorized  to  issue  demolition  permits. 
COMMISSION  -  The  Scituate  Historic  Commission  or  its  designee. 
DEMOLITION  -  Any  act  of  pulling  down,  destroying,  removing,  dismantling 
or  razing  a  building  or  commencing  the  work  of  total  or  substantial  destruc¬ 
tion  with  the  intent  of  completing  the  same. 

DEMOLITION  PERMIT  -  The  building  permit  issued  by  the  Building 
Inspector  for  a  demolition  of  a  building,  excluding  a  building  permit  issued 
solely  for  the  demolition  of  the  interior  of  a  building. 

PREFERABLY  PRESERVED  -  Any  significant  building  which  the 
Commission  determines,  following  a  public  hearing,  that  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  to  be  preserved  rather  than  demolished.  A  preferably  preserved  build¬ 
ing  is  subject  to  the  twelve  month  demolition  delay  period  of  this  bylaw. 
SIGNIFICANT  BUILDING  -  Any  building  within  the  town  which  is  in  whole 
or  in  part  seventy-five  years  or  more  old  and  which  has  been  determined  by 
the  Commission  or  its  designee  to  be  significant  based  on  any  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  criteria: 

•  The  Building  is  listed  on,  or  is  within  an  area  listed  on,  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places;  or 
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•  The  Building  has  been  found  eligible  for  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places;  or 

•  The  Building  is  importantly  associated  with  one  or  more  historic  persons 
or  events,  or  with  the  broad  architectural,  cultural,  political,  economic  or 
social  history  of  the  Town  or  the  Commonwealth;  or 

•  The  Building  is  historically  or  architecturally  important  (in  terms  of  peri¬ 
od,  style,  method  of  building  construction  or  association  with  a  recog¬ 
nized  architect  or  builder)  either  by  itself  or  in  the  context  of  a  group  of 
buildings. 

f).  Procedure 

No  demolition  permit  for  a  building  which  is  in  whole  or  in  part  seventy-five 
years  or  more  old  shall  be  issued  without  following  the  piovisions  of  this 
bylaw.  If  a  building  is  of  unknown  age,  it  shall  be  assumed  that  the  building 
is  over  seventy-five  years  old  for  the  purposes  of  this  bylaw. 

An  applicant  proposing  to  demolish  a  building  subject  to  this  bylaw  shall  file 
with  the  Building  Commissioner  an  application  containing  the  following 
information: 

•  The  address  of  the  building  to  be  demolished. 

•  The  owner’s  name,  address  and  telephone  number. 

•  A  description  of  the  building. 

•  The  reason  for  requesting  a  demolition  permit. 

•  A  brief  description  of  the  proposed  reuse,  reconstruction  or  replacement. 

•  A  photograph  or  photograph(s)  of  the  building. 

The  Building  Commissioner  shall  within  seven  days  forward  a  copy  of  the 
application  to  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  within  fifteen  days 
after  receipt  of  the  application,  make  a  written  determination  of  whether  the 
building  is  significant. 

Upon  determination  by  the  Commission  that  the  building  is  not  significant, 
the  Commission  shall  so  notify  the  Building  Commissioner  and  applicant  in 
writing.  The  Building  Commissioner  may  then  issue  the  demolition  permit. 

Upon  determination  by  the  Commission  that  the  building  is  significant,  the 
Commission  shall  so  notify  the  Building  Commissioner  and  the  applicant  in 
writing.  No  demolition  permit  shall  be  issued  at  this  time.  If  the  Commission 
does  not  notify  the  Building  Commissioner  within  fifteen  days  of  receipt  of 
the  application,  the  Building  Commissioner  may  proceed  to  issue  the  demoli¬ 
tion  permit. 

If  the  Commission  finds  that  the  building  is  significant,  it  shall  hold  a  public 
hearing  within  thirty  days  of  the  written  notification  to  the  Building 
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Commissioner.  Public  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  the  hearing 
shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  town  hall  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
seven  days  prior  to  the  date  of  said  hearing  and  the  applicant  and  the  building 
inspector  shall  be  notified  in  writing  of  the  meeting  time  and  place. 

The  Commission  shall  decide  at  the  public  hearing  or  within  fourteen  days 
after  the  public  hearing  whether  the  building  should  be  preferably  preserved. 
If  agreed  to  in  writing  by  the  applicant,  the  determination  of  the  Commission 
may  be  postponed. 

If  the  Commission  determines  that  the  building  is  not  preferably  preserved, 
the  Commission  shall  so  notify  the  Building  Commissioner  and  applicant  in 
writing.  The  Building  Commissioner  may  then  issue  the  demolition  permit. 

If  the  Commission  determines  that  the  building  is  preferably  preserved,  the 
Commission  shall  notify  the  Building  Commissioner  and  applicant  in  writing. 
No  demolition  permit  shall  then  be  issued  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  from 
the  date  of  the  determination  unless  otherwise  agreed  to  by  the  Commission. 
If  the  Commission  does  not  so  notify  the  Building  Commissioner  in  writing 
within  twenty  one  days  of  the  public  hearing,  the  Building  Commissioner  may 
issue  the  demolition  permit. 

Upon  a  determination  by  the  Commission  that  any  building  which  is  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  an  application  is  a  preferably  preserved  building,  no  building  permit  for 
new  construction  or  alterations  on  the  premises  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  of 
twelve  months  from  the  date  of  the  determination  unless  otherwise  agreed  to 
by  the  Commission. 

No  permit  for  demolition  of  a  building  determined  to  be  a  preferably  pre¬ 
served  building  shall  be  granted  until  all  plans  for  future  use  and  development 
of  the  site  have  been  filed  with  the  Building  Commissioner  and  have  been 
found  to  comply  with  all  laws  pertaining  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit 
or  a  certificate  of  occupancy  if  no  building  permit  is  needed,  but  a  new  cer¬ 
tificate  of  occupancy  is  required.  All  approvals  necessary  for  the  issuance  of 
such  building  permit  or  certificate  of  occupancy  including  without  limitation 
any  necessary  zoning  variances  or  special  permits,  must  be  granted  and  all 
appeals  from  the  granting  of  such  approvals  must  be  concluded,  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  a  demolition  permit  under  this  section. 

The  Building  Commissioner  may  issue  a  demolition  permit  or  a  building  per¬ 
mit  for  a  preferably  preserved  building  within  the  twelve  months  if  the 
Commission  notifies  the  Building  Commissioner  in  writing  that  the 
Commission  finds  that  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  bylaw  is  served  even  with 
the  issuance  of  the  demolition  permit  or  the  building  permit. 
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Following  the  twelve-month  delay  period,  the  Building  Commissioner  may 
issue  the  demolition  permit  for  any  building  deemed  preferably  preserved. 

D.  Administration 

The  Commission  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to 
administer  the  terms  of  this  bylaw.  The  Commission  is  authorized  to  adopt  a 
schedule  of  reasonable  fees  to  cover  the  costs  associated  with  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  this  bylaw. 

The  Commission  may  delegate  authority  to  make  initial  determinations  of  sig¬ 
nificance  to  one  or  more  members  of  the  Commission  or  to  a  municipal 
employee. 

The  Commission  may  pro-actively  develop  a  list  of  significant  buildings  that 
will  be  subject  to  this  bylaw.  Buildings  proposed  for  the  significant  building 
list  shall  be  added  following  a  public  hearing. 

E.  Emergency  Demolition 

If  after  an  inspection,  the  Building  Commissioner  finds  that  a  building  subject 
to  this  bylaw  is  found  to  pose  an  immediate  threat  to  public  health  or  safety 
due  to  its  deteriorated  condition  and  that  there  is  no  reasonable  alternative  to 
the  immediate  demolition  of  the  building  or  structure,  then  the  Building 
Commissioner  may  issue  an  emergency  demolition  permit  to  the  owner  of  the 
building  or  structure.  The  Building  Commissioner  shall  inform  the 
Commission  forthwith  of  any  emergency  demolition  that  is  necessary. 

E.  Enforcement  and  Remedies 

The  Commission  and/or  the  Building  Commissioner  are  each  specifically 
authorized  to  institute  any  and  all  actions  and  proceedings,  in  law  or  equity, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  appropriate  to  obtain  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  by-law  or  to  prevent  a  threatened  violation  thereof. 

Any  owner  of  a  building  subject  to  this  bylaw  that  demolished  the  building 
without  first  obtaining  a  demolition  permit  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  bylaw  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  [amount  to  be  deter¬ 
mined.]  Each  day  the  violation  exists  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense  until 
a  faithful  restoration  of  the  demolished  building  is  completed  or  unless  other¬ 
wise  agreed  to  by  the  Commission. 

If  a  building  subject  to  this  bylaw  is  demolished  without  first  obtaining  a 
demolition  permit,  no  building  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  of  two  years 
from  the  date  of  the  demolition  on  the  subject  parcel  of  land  or  any  adjoining 
parcels  of  land  under  common  ownership  and  control  unless  the  building  per¬ 
mit  is  for  the  faithful  restoration  referred  to  above  or  unless  otherwise  agreed 
to  by  the  Commission. 
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G.  Historic  District  Act 

Following  a  determination  that  the  building  is  significant  and  preferably  pre¬ 
served,  the  Commission  may  recommend  to  town  meeting  that  the  building  be 
protected  through  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter  40C, 
the  Historic  Districts  Act.  The  steps  required  under  M.G.L.  Chapter  40C  shall 
be  followed  prior  to  the  establishment  of  a  local  historic  district.  Nothing  in 
this  by-law  shall  be  deemed  to  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Historic 
District  Act,  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40C.  If  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  by-law  do  so  conflict,  that  act  shall  prevail. 


H.  Severability 

In  case  any  section,  paragraph  or  part  of  this  by-law  be  for  any  reason  declared 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  any  court,  every  other  section,  paragraph,  and 
part  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect.

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TOWN  ARCHIVES 


The  Town  Archives,  located  on  the  lower  level  of  Town  Hall  is  open  to 
the  public  on  Wednesdays  from  10:00  to  4:00.  It  is  staffed  by  a  dedicated 
corps  of  volunteers  who  diligently  answer  requests  sent  by  mail.  E-mail,  tele¬ 
phone,  fax,  and  telephone,  as  well  as  responding  to  the  many  visitors  who 
arrive  on  Wednesdays.  Requests  include  vital  records  for  genealogy  and  legal 
purposes,  land  and  tax  record  requests,  meeting  minutes,  locations  of  old 
homes  and  businesses,  and  building  permits  to  name  a  few. 

This  past  year  has  been  particularly  busy  and  profitable.  Over  9000  births 
from  the  early  17th  century  foreword  have  been  entered  into  a  searchable 
database.  Additional  shelving  units  have  been  assembled,  and  much  needed 
storage  space  made  available.  Application  has  been  made  to  Community 
Preservation  for  a  grant  to  preserve  the  most  fragile  and  most  frequently  used 
records,  namely  land  records  and  Selectmen’s  meeting  records.  Municipal 
records  were  exempt  from  CPC  funding  in  prior  years,  and  this  is  an  exciting 
new  opportunity  to  preserve  priceless  and  irreplaceable  information. 

Goals  for  the  upcoming  year  include  new  computers,  an  updated  web 
page  including  a  request  for  information  form,  the  completion  of  the  birth 
index,  and  the  start  of  a  marriage  and  death  index. 

In  2006,  Preservation  of  Scituate’s  Heritage,  (P.O.S.H.)  the  nonprofit 
fund  raising  organization  for  the  Archives,  published  the  book,  A  Salute  to 
Scituate’s  WWII  Veterans,”  a  collection  of  letters  and  stories  from  and  about 
Scituate  servicemen  and  women.  A  large  reception  was  held  in  February  at 
the  Town  Library  to  honor  these  men  and  women  and  to  launch  the  book, 
which  is  now  in  its  second  printing.  Over  fifty  copies  have  been  presented  to 
libraries,  schools,  and  historic  organizations  and  an  additional  fifty  copies 
have  been  given  to  living  veterans.  With  profits  from  the  sale  of  holiday  cards 
and  ornaments,  P.O.S.H  spent  $4000.00,  restoring  deteriorating  town  records 
and  documents  in  2006  alone 

We  look  forward  to  a  visit  from  you,  we  are  always  looking  for  volunteers 
and  we  love  to  show  off  the  treasure  trove  of  records  held  in  Scituate.

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COMMUNITY  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE 


The  Community  Preservation  Act  was  adopted  by  Scituate  voters  at  the 
2002  Annual  Election  in  March.  A  three  percent  surcharge  is  assessed  on  all 
property  tax  bills  with  certain  exemptions.  Funds  collected  under  the  sur¬ 
charge  must  be  expended  for  certain  purposes;  generally,  the  allowed  uses  are 
the  acquisition,  preservation,  restoration  or  creation  of  open  space,  historical 
purposes,  land  for  recreational  purposes  and  community  housing. 

Under  the  Act,  a  Community  Preservation  Committee  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  to  make  recommendations  for  the  use  of  the  funds.  The  nine-member 
committee  is  made  up  of  four  at  large  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen, 
and  five  Town  board  members  (Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission, 
Housing  Authority,  Recreation  Committee  and  Historical  Society). 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meetings  of  March  2005  and  2006,  voters  approved 
numerous  items  recommended  by  the  Community  Preservation  Committee. 
In  the  historical  category,  funds  were  approved  to  continue  the  local  historic 
and  burial  grounds  surveys.  Also  approved  were  funds  for  restoration  projects 
at  the  Cudworth  House,  the  Mossing  Shed,  the  Life  Saving  Station  and  the 
GAR  Hall.  In  the  recreation  category  funds  were  approved  for  landscaping 
and  signage  at  the  Driftway  Park,  Hatherly  and  Cushing  School  Playgrounds, 
the  Community  Basketball  Courts,  the  Library  Grounds  and  the  Public  Access 
Plan  from  Greenbush  to  Scituate  Harbor.  Funding  was  also  approved  for  the 
purchase  ot  40  acres  of  open  space  helping  to  protect  the  largest  remaining 
unfragmented  forest  in  Scituate.  Funds  were  also  set  aside  for  Community 
Housing  Reserve. 


State  matching  funds  have  been  100%  for  the  last  five  years. 

The  Commission  must  make  recommendations  to  Town  Meeting  for 
approval.  The  Committee  sponsors  all  Town  Meeting  articles.  Successful  ini¬ 
tiatives  require  a  positive  recommendation  from  the  Committee  as  well  as  a 
favorable  vote  of  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  Town  Accountant  Mary  Gallagher  for  all 
her  patience  and  help.  Special  thanks  is  extended  to  all  those  who  have  served 
over  the  years. 


The  Committee  looks  forward  to  completing  it’s  task  in  the  upcoming 
year.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  primary  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  natural  environment  and  in  particular  our  crucial  and  sensitive  wet¬ 
land  resources  including  our  watersheds,  open  space  and  recreational  lands, 
plant  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  Commission  also  makes  recommendations 
regarding  the  purchase  and/or  the  protection  of  properties  whose  ownership 
would  be  a  benefit  to  the  community. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  administering  Scituate’s  Wetlands 
Protection  Bylaw,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts’  Wetlands 
Protection  Act.  On  a  broader  scale,  it  also  works  with  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Coastal  Zone  Management,  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management 
Agency,  and  the  United  States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers.  The  Agent  Vincent 
Kalishes  also  is  responsible  for  the  Community  Rating  System,  which  reduces 
the  cost  of  flood  insurance  for  the  residences  of  Scituate  in  flood  zones. 

During  2006,  the  Commission  held  approximately  83  public  hearings  on 
Notice  of  Intents  (projects  that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission)  and  23  Requests  for  Determinations  of  Applicability  (lequests 
seeking  decisions  as  to  whether  a  proposed  project  comes  under  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Commission). 

In  addition  to  their  regulatory  responsibilities,  the  Commissioners 
attended  a  number  of  workshops  throughout  the  year,  dealing  with  topics 
ranging  from  coastline  erosion,  stream  crossing  and  open  space  acquisition 
and  protection  workshops. 

In  February  of  2006,  Vincent  J.  Kalishes,  III  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Romney  to  the  Massachusetts  Coastal  Hazards  Commission  as  one  of  two 
local  community  representatives.  The  purpose  of  the  (CHC)  is  to  review 
existing  coastal  hazards  practices  and  policies,  identify  data  and  information 
gaps,  and  draft  recommendations  for  administrative,  regulatory,  and  statutory 
changes,  if  deemed  necessary.  The  CHC  will  produce  a  report  that  will 
include  a  20-year  Coastal  Infrastructure  and  Protection  Plan,  initially  for  the 
South  Shore  and  ultimately  for  the  entire  Massachusetts  coastline,  as  well  as 
recommendations  to  improve  coastal  hazards  management  coast-wide.  Mr. 
Kalishes  was  appointed  to  be  co-chair  of  the  Planning  and  Regulation  sub¬ 
committee. 

For  many  years  the  Commission  has  had  the  pleasure  of  having  the 
Scituate  Vocational  Life  Skills  Summer  Program  working  on  the  Driftway 
Park  and  the  Ellis  Estate  properties.  These  young  men  are  joined  by  Skip 
Toomey,  Allan  Greenberg,  and  Howard  Matthews  who  oversee  their  efforts 
and  accomplishments.  The  Commission  commends  these  young  men  tor  all 
their  hard  work. 
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The  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with  increased  demands 
placed  on  its  limited  staff  and  resources.  Development  is  now  focused  on  mar¬ 
ginal  lands  that  has  necessitated  revisions  to  our  local  wetlands  rules  and  reg¬ 
ulations.  These  matters  require  careful  oversight  imposing  increasing 
demands  on  the  volunteer  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

The  Commission  has  been  involved  in  the  oversight  of  the  MBTA’s 
Greenbush  Construction  project.  It  is  being  completed  under  a  Wetlands 
Variance  issued  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  which  places 
the  work  under  their  jurisdiction  and  outside  of  the  Commission’s  purview. 
However,  the  Commission  has  issued  enforcement  orders  on  violations  made 
by  the  MBTA  and  its  contractor  outside  the  projects  parameters  in  an  effort  to 
protect  the  North  River,  First  Herring  Brook,  and  the  Town’s  Water  Supply. 

In  March,  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Commission  received  voter 
approval  for  the  first  phase  of  a  project  to  create  a  pathway  for  walking  and 
biking,  which  will  connect  from  the  Greenbush  train  station  to  the  Harbor  and 
over  the  abandoned  railroad  bed  to  the  North  River.  Survey  work  and  wet¬ 
lands  delineation  was  begun  in  2006  as  a  precursor  to  beginning  construction 
on  the  first  phase  of  the  project,  which  will  run  from  the  Greenbush  station 
area  to  Driftway  Park.  In  addition  to  providing  an  invaluable  town  resource 
upon  completion,  the  pathway  will  also  be  a  major  safety  improvement  for 
passage  along  the  Driftway. 

Work  has  begun  related  to  the  redesign  of  Driftway  Park  to  better  meet 
the  needs  of  the  many  different  usages  such  as  walking,  bird-watching,  paint¬ 
ing,  picnicking,  fishing,  and  boating  as  well  as,  protecting  the  natural 
resources  from  misuse  and  degradation.  Input  on  the  potential  uses  and  per¬ 
ceived  needs  of  the  facility  were  gathered  from  many  different  stakeholders 
through  a  public  hearing  process.  Conceptual  plans  have  been  developed  for 
the  entire  site  with  final  designs  of  specific  elements  of  the  park  being  com¬ 
pleted  over  time  starting  in  2007. 

The  Conservation  Commissioners,  and  their  staff  are  specifically  respon¬ 
sible  for  dealing  with  conservation  matters,  but  they  depend  upon  citizens  of 
the  town  to  provide  additional  eyes  and  ears  in  the  effort  to  maintain  and 
improve  the  environmental  quality  of  life  in  the  Town.  The  Commission 
thanks  its  Associate  Members  and  everyone  else  who  has  helped,  in  the  course 
of  this  past  year,  especially  Vin  Bucca  for  his  work  on  the  Appleton  Field,  and 
Allan  Greenberg  for  his  help  with  deed  research,  negotiations  related  to  land 
acquisitions,  work  on  the  Open  Space  Plan,  and  his  countless  hours  spent 
overseeing  the  construction  of  the  Greenbush  Line,  working  with  local,  state 
and  federal  representatives  in  an  attempt  to  protect  Scituate’s  wetlands 
resources  from  it’s  construction. 
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The  Conservation  Commission  could  not  continue  its  demanding  sched¬ 
ule  without  its  members,  Michael  S.  Bleakie,  Michael  Clark,  Kenneth  J. 
Conway,  Sally  Coyle,  Frank  Snow,  Mark  Stewart  and  Joseph  Urbanski  and  its 
associate  members  Vin  Bucca,  Allan  Greenberg  and  Howard  Matthews,  along 
with  it’s  staff  of  Carol  Logue,  office  manager  and  Vin  Kalishes,  Agent.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  was  very  active  in  2006.  Twenty-eight  meetings 
were  held.  The  Board  reviewed  22  Approval  Not  Required  Plans,  6  Site  Plan 
Waivers,  3  Site  Plan  Administrative  Review  applications,  2  Site  Plan 
Administrative  Review/Common  Driveway  applications,  2  Scenic  Road 
applications,  1 1  various  Special  Permit  applications  (including  7  Accessory 
Dwelling  Special  Permits,  1  Site  Plan  Special  Permit,  1  Flexible  Open  Space 
Development  Special  Permit,  2  Flood  Plain  Special  Permits).  The  Board 
reviewed  5  Preliminary  Subdivision  plans  and  had  19  discussions  with  devel¬ 
opers  regarding  subdivision  surety.  Eleven  informal  discussions  were  held, 
including  eight  for  input  on  proposed  developments  and  three  to  address  com¬ 
pletion  of  improvements. 

The  Planning  Board  also  commented  on  several  proposals  before  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  including  Herring  Brook  Meadow,  an  application 
for  a  Comprehensive  Permit.  The  Board  and  staff  continue  to  assist  the  Town 
in  preparing  updates  to  our  Subsidized  Housing  Inventory,  and  in  assisting  the 
public,  developers  and  town  officials  with  information  about  affordable  hous¬ 
ing. 

Site  Plan  Review  applications  included  a  mixed  use  proposal  for  the 
Welch  Company  property  on  Front  Street  with  17,000  sq.  ft.  of  retail  space 
and  26  condominiums;  a  temporary  building  at  The  Inly  School  on  Watch  Hill 
Drive;  and  a  Nail  Care  Center  on  Allen  Place.  A  proposal  to  change  the  facade 
of  the  CVS  store  on  Front  St.  to  include  awnings,  recess  the  front  door  and 
add  signage  was  approved  after  lengthy  discussion  and  input  from  the  Design 
Review  Committee. 

The  Planning  Board  initiated  four  zoning  changes,  and  assisted  other 
boards  and  private  agencies  that  proposed  zoning  articles  for  the  Annual  and 
Special  Town  Meetings.  Three  were  brought  to  the  Annual  and  one  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting.  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Village  Business 
Overlay  District  was  adopted  after  the  Planning  Board  had  held  a  number  of 
workshops  on  the  bylaw  with  consultants  Larry  Koff  and  Larry  Bluestone  in 
2005. 

This  new  zoning  allowed  mixed-use  development  with  higher  residential 
densities  than  currently  allowed  in  the  Business  Districts  of  Scituate  Harbor, 
Greenbush  and  North  Scituate.  Some  affordable  residential  units  are  required, 
and  there  are  design  guidelines  intended  to  preserve  the  character  of  Scituate’s 
villages.  As  of  the  end  of  2006,  the  Planning  Board  had  held  three  meetings 
to  explore  application  of  this  zoning  to  Humarock  at  a  lower  density. 

A  second  zoning  amendment  adopted  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
established  an  absolute  height  limit  of  40’  in  residential  Zoning  Districts. 
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In  addition.  Town  Meeting  put  in  place  a  formal  Design  Review  process 
which  would  be  required  of  applicants  for  Site  Plan  Administrative  Review 
and  Site  Plan  Special  Permits.  This  process  was  extended  to  applications 
before  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  by  another  zoning  change  approved  at 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  the  fall. 

In  June,  Michael  McGowan  AIA,  Keith  Sportack  and  Hal  Stokes  were 
appointed  to  the  newly  formed  Design  Review  Committee  from  a  field  of 
fourteen  applicants.  To  date,  their  work  has  been  very  helpful  to  the  Planning 
Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  and  has  been  successful  in  achieving  bet¬ 
ter  design  in  the  Business  Districts.  They  met  and  provided  input  on  seven 
proposals  from  their  appointment  through  December  2006. 

The  Planning  Board  and  Town  Planner  continued  to  support  the 
Streetscape  Project  Team’s  work  in  Greenbush  and  North  Scituate.  These  vil¬ 
lages  will  be  heavily  impacted  by  the  new  MBTA  stations  and  parking  lots. 
The  Planning  Board  and  staff  have  worked  with  the  Project  Team  for  several 
years  to  fund,  and  design,  improvements  to  beautify  the  downtown  areas  of 
these  villages.  Proposed  streetscape  improvements  include  attractive  lighting, 
landscaping  and  brick-edged  sidewalks  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  vil¬ 
lage  centers.  At  the  close  of  2006,  the  Town  received  a  $497,000  TOD  grant 
from  the  state  Office  of  Commonwealth  Development  to  help  fund  these  in 
Greenbush.  Improvements  for  North  Scituate  will  be  funded  through  the 
MBTA  Streetscape  Mitigation  Fund. 

The  Planning  Board  and  Town  Planner  also  assisted  the  Grants 
Committee  with  writing  and  administering  grants  to  help  homeowners  elevate 
existing  homes  in  the  flood  plain.  Through  their  efforts,  in  the  fall  of  2006, 
the  Town  received  a  $436,500  grant  from  FEMA  for  this  purpose.  These 
funds  will  be  available  for  homeowners  in  2007.

The  Inspections  Department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  State 
Building  Code,  the  Gas  and  Plumbing  Code,  the  Electrical  Code,  Weights  and 
Measures  regulations,  State  Disabilities  regulations,  FEMA  floodplain  regu¬ 
lations  and  the  Town  of  Scituate  Zoning  Bylaws.  During  fiscal  year  2006,  874 
building  permits  were  issued  representing  over  36  million  dollars  of  con¬ 
struction  work  in  Scituate. 

All  places  of  public  assembly  including  schools,  churches,  daycare  cen¬ 
ters,  nursing  homes,  restaurants  and  private  clubs  are  inspected  at  regular 
intervals  to  ensure  compliance  with  public  safety  regulations.  Recent  legisla¬ 
tion  has  placed  additional  public  safety  requirements  on  places  of  assembly 
providing  entertainment  and/or  serving  alcohol.  The  Inspections  Department 
in  cooperation  with  the  Scituate  Fire  Department  conducts  routine  inspections 
of  all  these  establishments  in  Scituate  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  new  pub¬ 
lic  safety  rules. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  the  citizens  of  Scituate,  the  volunteer 
Town  Boards  and  Town  Hall  staff  throughout  the  year.  I  wish  to  acknowledge 
my  Department  Inspectors  for  their  indispensable  role  in  making  Scituate  a 
safer  place  to  live  and  work.

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HARBORMASTER 


The  Harbormaster  is  the  managing  authority  over  Scituate  Waterways. 
He  manages  fourteen  seasonal  assistants  who  conduct  patrols,  search  and  res¬ 
cue  missions,  and  enforce  MLG  Chapter  90B  and  local  ordinances. 

The  Harbormaster  has  the  overall  responsibility  for  the  operations,  plan¬ 
ning  and  administration  of  the  Waterways  Enterprise  Fund.  He  provides  fis¬ 
cal  and  operational  management  of  the  municipal  marinas  and  the  allocation 
of  moorings,  which  include  policies  and  procedures  and  management  respon¬ 
sibility  for  revenue  collection  to  include  mooring  fees,  slip  fees,  dinghy  fees, 
Chapter  10A  permits,  commercial  and  transient  tie-up  fees. 

He  oversees  the  management  and  regulation  of  over  600  moorings,  two 
municipal  marinas  and  a  commercial  Town  Pier  within  the  boundaries  of 
Scituate  Harbor  and  the  North  and  South  Rivers. 

The  past  year  has  shown  we  are  in  a  defining  time  in  the  growth  and 
development  of  Scituate  Harbor.  Multiple,  and  sometimes  convergent  uses 
continue  to  put  pressure  on  this  most  significant,  but  limited  resource. 

Monitoring  these  developments  and  evaluating  their  impact  was  an  inte¬ 
gral  portion  of  several  initiatives  that  were  undertaken  in  2006.  Promoting 
economic  growth  and  protecting  or  improving  the  integrity  of  the  Town’s  most 
precious  and  valuable  natural  resource  continues  to  be  a  primary  focus  for  the 
Harbormaster. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  the  Town  and  regions  water  quality,  we  are  pur¬ 
suing  a  No  Discharge  Designation  for  Scituate  Waters.  A  new  pumpout  sys¬ 
tem,  funded  by  a  grant  from  Coastal  Zone  Management  was  installed  at  Cole 
Parkway  Marina  in  July  to  support  this  effort. 

Another  important  initiative  is  the  expansion  of  the  marina  at  Scituate 
Marine  Park  and  the  improvement  of  the  infrastructure  that  supports  the  mari¬ 
na  as  well  as  the  commercial  boatyard.  The  Town  received  a  $30,000.00  grant 
from  the  Seaport  Advisory  Commission  in  April  to  begin  work  on  these 
improvements  and  we  look  forward  to  continuing  this  partnership. 

In  FY06  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  collected  $970,831.94  in  revenues 
and  had  expenditures  of  $791,536.24. 

On  November  10,  2006  Frank  C.  Regan  resigned  from  his  position  as 
Scituate  Harbormaster.  During  his  tenure,  Harbormaster  Regan’s  leadership 
and  managerial  expertise  elevated  the  Harbormaster  s  Office  to  a  new  level  of 
professionalism.  For  my  staff,  and  everyone  who  worked  with  Frank,  I  want 
to  express  my  deep  felt  thanks  for  his  fortitude  and  contribution  to  the 
Harbormaster’s  Office. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  all  the  Town  Departments,  members  of  all 
the  Boards,  Committees,  and  Commissions  for  their  support. 

I  especially  want  to  thank  the  entire  staff  of  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  for 
the  professionalism  displayed  during  the  past  year.  Their  dedicated  efforts 
made  boating  in  Scituate  Waterways  a  safe  and  pleasurable  experience  for 
everyone.

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SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


The  North  River  clam  flats  have  continued  to  be  productive  in  the  winter 
and  early  spring  months.  The  State  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries  has 
extended  the  clamming  season  in  the  North  River  through  the  month  of  May. 
Unfortunately,  the  red  tide  appeared  this  past  May  closing  the  flats  nearly  a 
month  earlier  than  anticipated.  There  is  no  clamming  allowed  in  the  North 
River  from  June  through  December.  The  State  has  only  opened  these  beds  on 
a  conditional  basis,  based  upon  historical  pollution  levels  in  the  river. 
Whenever  there  is  a  large  rainfall  event,  the  North  River  flats  are  usually 
affected  by  the  lowered  salinity  and  increased  fecal  coliform  counts  that 
accompany  the  large  rainfall  events.  Clammers  in  the  winter  months  should 
be  wary  of  closures  after  such  events.  These  closures  will  be  posted  at 
Conservation  Park  on  the  Driftway  and  on  the  Town’s  Internet  site. 

A  reminder  that  clamming  licenses  are  only  available  at  the  Town  Clerk’s 
office.

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SCITUATE  WATERWAYS  COMMISSION 


The  Waterways  Commission  met  on  a  monthly  basis  in  collaboration 
with  the  Harbormaster  to  discuss  initiatives  to  improve  our  waterways  for  the 
commercial  fleet,  recreational  boaters,  and  everyone  who  takes  advantage  of 
our  natural  waterways  resources.  The  following  are  the  key  opportunities  we 
addressed: 

•  Received  a  grant  from  the  Seaport  District  Council  for  $30,000 
to  be  used  for  harbor  infrastructure  improvements  to  support 
commercial  needs. 

•  Finalized  plans  for  last  phase  of  North  and  South  River  dredging 
project. 

•  Initiated  plans  to  pursue  a  No  Discharge  Zone  designation  for 
Scituate  waterways. 

•  Reviewed  initial  results  from  new  GIS  system  as  a  tool  for  pro¬ 
viding  improved  waterways  management. 

•  Revised  user  fee  billing  system  to  provide  a  more  equitable  col¬ 
lection  process. 

•  Initiated  review  of  the  Jericho  boat  ramp  long  term  improvement 
needs.  Temporary  repairs  provided  short  term  benefits,  while  dis¬ 
cussions  with  Massachusetts  Dept,  of  Public  Access  will  provide 
for  long  term  design  and  reconstruction  upgrade  improvements. 

•  Supported  the  continued  need  for  boat  access  to  the  North  River 
at  the  Driftway  Park 

•  Collaborated  with  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  Committee  on  initial 
improvements  to  the  marina  portion  of  the  project. 

•  Recommended  and  received  approval  from  Town  Meeting  to 
implement  improved  electrical  services  at  Cole  Parkway 
Marina. 

•  Initiated  discussions  with  other  town’s  waterways  committees 
and  other  interested  organizations  to  address  waterways  issues 
of  common  interest. 

We  look  forward  to  advising  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  ongoing 
waterway  opportunities  and  issues  that  further  enhance  our  waterways 
resources.  As  always,  we  welcome  your  participation  at  our  monthly  meetings.

REPORT  OF  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  2006. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957, 
and  is  now  composed  of  all  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton, 
and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional 
response  to  a  regional  problem,  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized 
equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals 
into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

The  2006  season  began  with  a  normal  water  table  until  record  May  pre¬ 
cipitation  produced  large  numbers  of  spring  and  summer  brood  mosquitoes 
throughout  the  County.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting 
with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  and  aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using 
B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the 
spring  brood  of  mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began.  The  Project 
responded  to  13,708  requests  for  service  from  residents. 

In  response  to  the  elevated  threat  of  mosquito  borne  diseases  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  we  increased  our  trapping,  aerial  and  ground  larviciding,  and  adult  spray 
in  areas  of  concern  to  protect  public  health. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  virus  was  first  isolated  from  Culiseta  mela- 
nura,  a  bird  biting  species,  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
in  Carver  on  July  17,  2006.  Of  the  season’s  record  breaking  total  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  fifty  seven  EEE  isolates,  fifty  four  were  from  Plymouth  County  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Bridgewater-  8/1(2),  8/18,  8/19;  Brockton-  9/18;  Carver-  7/17,  8/2,  8/6, 
8/21(2),  8/22,  10/2;  Cohasset-  8/25;  East  Bridgewater-  8/9;  Halifax-  8/2(2), 
8/7,  8/10,  8/16,  8/21,  8/31(3);  Hanover-  9/18;  Hingham-  9/12;  Kingston- 
8/7(2),  8/10(2),  8/21,  8/22,  9/25;  Lakeville-  7/25,  7/26(2),  8/2,  8/6(4),  8/22; 
Marshfield-  8/31;  Mattapoisett-  8/10;  Middleboro-  8/1;  Pembroke-  8/16; 
Plympton-  7/31,  8/16(2),  8/28,  8/30;  Rochester-  9/6;  Rockland-  8/14  and 
Scituate-  9/12.  Five  human  cases  of  EEE  were  confirmed  statewide  with 
cases  reported  in  Lakeville  and  Middleboro.  Three  horses  were  diagnosed 
with  EEE  in  Plymouth  County  (Lakeville,  Middleboro  and  Pembroke).  A 
Llama  from  Scituate  was  also  tested  positive  for  EEE. 

Analysis  of  risk  indicators  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  were  showing 
that  the  risk  of  human  EEE  infection  was  at  a  critical  level.  This  precipitated 
aerial  spraying  at  dusk  on  August  8th  of  approximately  159,000  acres  and  an 
expanded  aerial  spray  zone  of  approximately  425,000  acres  between  August 
22nd  and  24th  which  included  a  great  portion  of  Plymouth  County.  We  nor¬ 
mally  end  our  spray  season  on  Labor  Day.  This  year  we  suspended  our  ULV 
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ground  spray  season  on  September  30.  Based  on  guidelines  defined  by  the 
“Vector  Control  Plan  to  Prevent  EEE”  in  Massachusetts,  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  will  be  at  a  “moderate  level  of  EEE  risk”  beginning  the  2007 
season. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  2006  there  were  no  human  or  horse  West 
Nile  Virus  cases  in  Plymouth  County.  A  total  of  five  birds  tested  positive  for 
WNV  in  the  following  three  towns:  Bridgewater  (3),  Brockton  (1)  and 
Pembroke  (1).  A  total  of  six  isolations  of  WNV  in  mosquitoes  were  found  in 
the  following  towns:  Bridgewater  (8/22),  Carver  (8/21),  Halifax  (8/30), 
Kingston  (9/19),  Pembroke  (8/6)  and  Plympton  (8/30). 

The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  and  WNV  continues  to  ensure  cooperation 
between  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project,  local  Boards  of 
Health  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  In  an  effort  to 
keep  the  public  informed,  EEE  and  WNV  activity  updates  are  regularly  post¬ 
ed  on  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  website  at 
www.state.ma.us/dph/wnv/wnvl.htm. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  are  given  below.  While  mos¬ 
quitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a 
tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and 
comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  9,726  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was 
made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments 
were  made  in  June  and  the  last  in  September. 

In  cooperation  with  this  Project  supplying  insecticide,  Scituate  town 
employees  treated  1,850  catch  basins  to  prevent  the  emergence  of  Culex  pip- 
iens,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West  Nile  Virus  transmission. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing 
water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with 
highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present. 

Water  Management.  During  2006  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  1,350  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent 
overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work, 
together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  in  the  fall  and  win¬ 
ter. 


Machine  Reclamation.  2,790  linear  feet  of  salt  marsh  ditch  was  recon¬ 
structed  in  Scituate  using  one  of  the  Project’s  track  driven  excavators. 
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Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  which  is  the  time  between 
notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The 
complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  less  than  two  days  with 
more  than  896  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Scituate 
indicates  that  Coquillettidia  perturbans  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other 
important  species  collected  include  Ochlerotatus  canadensis  and  Aedes  vex- 
ans.

GENERAL: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  a  service  organization  responsible  for 
providing  essential  public  works  infrastructure  support  services  for  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Scituate.  Services  provided  by  this  department  include  the  engineer¬ 
ing  design,  construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets,  sidewalks,  sewer, 
water  and  storm  drainage  systems;  surveying  and  mapping;  maintenance  and 
repair  of  vehicles  and  equipment;  maintenance  of  parks,  cemeteries,  athletic 
fields,  beaches,  public  buildings  and  off-street  parking  facilities;  public  refuse 
collection  and  disposal;  snow  plowing  and  ice  control;  administration  of  con¬ 
struction  contracts;  review  of  subdivision  projects;  inspection  of  construction 
projects  and  the  operation  of  the  Sewer  and  Water  Treatment  Plants  and 
Transfer  Station. 

ORGANIZATION: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  organized  into  five  divisions,  each 
under  the  direct  Supervision  of  a  division  supervisor  and  the  overall  direction 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Works.

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 

In  addition  to  providing  routine  maintenance,  service  and  plant  opera¬ 
tions,  many  major  projects  and  programs  were  also  completed  by  the  DPW  or 
under  the  direction  of  the  DPW  during  the  past  year. 

•  Received  a  state  funded  grant,  completed  design  and  permitting,  and 
started  construction  of  the  seawalls  and  stone  revetments  along  por¬ 
tions  of  Surfside  Road,  Glades  Road,  Rebecca  Road  and  a  stone 
revetment  at  the  base  of  Fourth  Cliff. 


Completed  structural  improvements  to  the  Edward  Foster  Bridge  to 
allow  for  use  by  construction  vehicles  in  the  construction  of  the 
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Wastewater  Collection  System  for  the  First  and  Second  Cliff  areas  of 
Town.  Construction  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  July  1,  2007. 

•  Awarded  a  contract  and  completed  construction  of  a  new  athletic 
field  at  the  Hatherly  Elementary  School. 

•  Continued  to  conduct  technical  review  of  MBTA  design  plans  for  the 
Greenbush  rail  line. 

•  Awarded  a  contract  and  started  construction  of  a  new  Jericho  Road 
ocean  outfall. 

•  Coordinated  with  the  MA  Highway  Department  the  award  of  a  con¬ 
tract  for  the  replacement  of  the  Julian  Street  and  Sea  Street  Bridges. 

•  Continued  the  preparation  of  the  Phase  II  Stormwater  Management 
Plan. 

•  Awarded  a  contract  and  started  Phase  IV  of  the  sewer  system 
Infdtration  and  Inflow  program  to  reduce  extraneous  flow  in  the  san¬ 
itary  sewer  system. 

•  Completed  the  reconstruction  of  Gardiner  Road. 

•  Completed  the  design  and  permitting  of  a  vehicle  and  equipment 
wash  bay  facility. 

•  Awarded  a  contract  and  completed  the  installation  of  railing  along 
the  harbors  at  Cole  Parkway. 

•  Completed  safe  yield  studies  at  the  ground  water  and  surface  water 
supplies. 

•  Experienced  a  very  unusual  “rain’’  year.  Rainfall  for  2006  was  near¬ 
ly  59  inches.  This  was  8  inches  above  the  average.  However,  16% 
of  the  rainfall  occurred  on  four  (4)  consecutive  days  in  mid  May;  and 
nearly  50%  of  the  rainfall  occurred  in  the  months  of  May  and  June. 
Interestingly,  March,  an  historically  wet  month,  saw  only  0.26  inch¬ 
es  of  precipitation. 

•  Advocated  for  the  passage  of  an  amended  Water  Supply  Protection 
District  by  Town  Meeting. 

•  Encouraged  water  resource  protection  via  public  notices,  bill  inserts 
and  school  education  programs. 

•  Filed  a  request  to  increase  the  permitted  quantity  of  source  water 
withdrawals  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection,  Water  Management  Program. 

•  Continued  water  quality  sampling  and  analysis  to  ensure  a  safe 
potable  water  supply.  The  testing  program  includes  over  10,000 
tests. 
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•  Pumped  and  treated  594  million  gallons  of  potable  water.  This  is 
equivalent  to  a  withdrawal  of  1.63  million  gallons  per  day.  186  mil¬ 
lion  gallons  of  water  was  treated  and  processed  through  the  Old 
Oaken  Bucket  Water  Filtration  Facility;  408  million  gallons  of  water 
was  processed  through  the  five  (5)  treatment  wells. 

•  Purchased  59  million  gallons  of  water  from  the  Town  of  Marshfield 
to  supply  the  residents  of  Humarock. 

•  Continued  the  Annual  Water  Supply  Cross  Connection  Prevention 
and  Inspection  Programs. 

•  Attended  1 80  hours  of  education  programs  to  maintain  water  supply 
professional  licenses. 

•  Continued  evaluations  of  the  water  system  infrastructure  and  its  abil¬ 
ity  to  accommodate  development. 

•  Encouraged  conservation  of  the  water  supply  via  public  notices  and 
bill  inserts,  and  school  educational  programs. 

•  Delivered  an  average  of  61  gallons  per  day  per  resident  for  domestic 
usage. 

•  Complied  with  511  DIG  SAFE  requests  for  Water  Division  asset 
locations. 

•  Conducted  leak  detection  with  35%  of  the  distribution  system. 

•  Continued  the  fire  fighting  hydrant  maintenance  program. 

•  Replaced  seven  (7)  fire  hydrants. 

•  Added  52  new  water  services. 

•  Replaced  430  feet  of  water  mains. 

•  Repaired  308  water  transmission  main  and  service  line  leaks. 

•  Responded  to  268  calls  from  consumers  requiring  emergency  service. 

•  Responded  to  2981  non-emergency  service  calls. 

•  Distributed  water  conservation  kits  to  consumers. 

•  Adjusted  a  rate  structure  that  encourages  conservation  of  potable 
water. 

•  Revised  a  Vulnerability  Assessment  in  compliance  with  the 
President’s  Public  Health  Security  and  Bioterrorism  Preparedness

system  infrastructure.

•  Redirected  7  sump  pump  discharges  out  of  the  sewer  system. 

•  Reviewed  9  plans  for  emergency  sanitary  sewer  tie-ins. 

•  Constructed  14  new  catch  basins  and  repaired  43  catch  basins. 

•  Replaced  1200  ft.  of  drainage  pipe. 

•  Graded  all  gravel  roads  in  Scituate  and  Humarock  7.86  miles.

Part  of  our  work  each  year  is  to  review  new  plans  submitted  to  us  by  the 
Planning  Board  with  regard  to  various  essential  traffic  safety  aspects,  such  as 
projected  impact  on  intersecting  and  neighboring  roads,  insuring  sufficient 
access  and  egress  for  emergency  vehicles,  and  adequacy  of  parking.  The 
Committee  continues  to  provide  a  great  deal  of  study  and  review  of  traffic 
impact  issues  associated  with  the  MBTA  Greenbush  Commuter  Rail  Line,  and 
has  made  a  number  of  important  recommendations. 


We  continue  to  work  with  the  Police  Department  in  order  to  address  a 
variety  of  traffic  matters  related  to  public  safety.  As  our  Town  continues  to 
grow,  we  receive  more  requests  from  residents  to  review  issues  such  as  traffic 
movement  through  Scituate’s  neighborhoods,  vehicular  speeding,  pedestrian 
safety  and  signage.  The  Committee  appreciates  the  concerns  of  Scituate  res¬ 
idents  for  public  safety.  We  thoroughly  review  each  issue  and  endeavor  in 
every  way  to  find  workable  solutions.  The  Committee  continues  to  work  on 
the  task  of  revising  and  updating  the  Town’s  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations 
Schedules  to  help  meet  the  changing  needs  of  the  Town.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Committee  continued  the  year  2006  working  closely  with  the 
Selectmen,  Advisory  Committee  as  well  as  the  Town  Administrator  to  be  sure 
our  budget  matched  the  needs  of  our  school  community  and  the  citizens  who 
support  it.

These 
subcommittees  allow  much  needed  attention  to  in-depth  issues,  continuous 
improvement  through  recommendations  and  help  to  build  ownership  and 
expertise  in  those  areas  that  so  strongly  affect  our  budgetary  process.  With 
representation  from  the  many  hardworking  volunteers  (S.H.O.R.E.  SEA, 
PTO,  School  Council,  C.O.R.S.E.,  PAC  as  well  as  the  newly  formed  C.S.I. 
Scituate  group)  the  Communication  subcommittee  was  formed  to  accomplish 
tasks  such  as  improve  dialogue  amongst  all  the  constituencies  of  our  extend¬ 
ed  community;  the  Facilities  subcommittee  is  preparing  for  a  much  needed 
investment  in  our  school  buildings;  the  Finance  subcommittee  will  provide  us 
with  strategic  operational  planning  and  annual  budget  review  in  order  to  rec¬ 
ommend  key  planning  actions  to  our  board. 

The  School  Committee  continues  its  commitment  to  work  with  town 
boards  as  well  as  the  community.  The  time  has  come  for  our  community  to 
recognize  the  need  for  continuing  our  educational  investment  in  the  future  of 
our  students  of  Scituate  Public  Schools.  As  a  board  we  look  forward  to  work¬ 
ing  both  cooperatively  and  collaboratively  with  the  Town  of  Scituate  in  order 
to  best  meet  the  needs  of  our  children.

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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  schools  of  Scituate....the  pride  of  Scituate.... 

...that  is  the  aspiration  of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools. 

Developing  this  annual  synopsis  of  the  school  department  allows  me  the 
opportunity  to  assess  the  past  and  envision  the  future  for  our  town’s  schools. 

Academically,  benchmarks  such  as  the  state  sponsored  MCAS  assess¬ 
ments  and  the  SAT  college  entrance  examinations  underline  the  reality  that 
the  Scituate  Public  Schools  are  making  progress  from  one  year  to  the  next.  For 
taxpayers,  this  fact  alone  should  be  reassuring  that  their  tax  dollars  are  pro¬ 
ducing  an  excellent  return  on  their  investment  to  local  public  education.  An 
important  validation  of  this  benefit  came  from  the  New  York  based  Standard 
and  Poor’s  evaluation  services  who  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  identified 
Scituate  as  one  of  thirty  Massachusetts  school  districts,  out  of  approximately 
350,  judged  to  be  “outperforming”  their  predetermined  evaluation  models 
based  upon  a  number  of  factors  including  a  community’s  demographics  and 
resources. 

In  short,  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  outperformed  its  own  resources, 
attesting  to  the  school  department’s  constructive  relationship  between  invest¬ 
ment  and  student  achievement. 

Despite  these  positive  outcomes,  there  is  bad  news  to  report;  we  contin¬ 
ue  to  see  a  decline  in  financial  support  for  education,  and  this  is  not  an 
insignificant  cloud  on  the  horizon.  While  families’  donations  to  the  schools 
remain  robust,  the  school’s  success  in  attracting  grants  and  an  erosion  of  core 
funding  threatens  to  injure  our  ability  to  hire  and  retain  direct  instructional 
staff  to  support  our  students.  Moreover,  it  endangers  our  status  as  a  good  edu¬ 
cational  value.  If  we  wish  to  build  upon  our  progress  and  maintain  our  level 
of  success  and  promise,  we  must  break  this  cycle. 

Too  often  in  recent  years,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  we  have  allowed  leg¬ 
islators  and  some  segments  of  the  general  public  to  place  greater  emphasis  on 
the  short-term  costs  of  supporting  an  outstanding  school  system,  rather  than 
on  its  long-term  needs.  The  long  view  demonstrates  that  because  the  school 
department  takes  the  largest  portion  of  the  Town’s  financial  resources,  it  also 
provides  the  greatest  return  on  the  investment.  We  must  demonstrate  through 
our  work  and  our  dedication  that  an  investment  in  this  department  is  an  invest¬ 
ment  in  this  community. 

On  behalf  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Michaud,  Chairperson,  and  School 
Committee  Members,  Mrs.  Maura  Curran,  Mr.  Michael  Hayes,  Mr.  James 
Strobino,  and  Mr.  Edward  Tibbetts,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  thank  town  officials, 
parents,  citizens,  school  department  staff,  and  all  members  of  the  Scituate 
community  for  their  understanding  of  the  ongoing  plight  of  contemporary 
public  school.  Support  and  determination  by  all  contribute  to  the  general 
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excellence  that  our  public  schools  are  known  for  throughout  the  state.  May 
this  excellence  only  improve  as  we  move  forward  in  our  plans  for  the  future. 

GRANTS 

A  variety  of  both  federal  and  state  funds  provide  support  to  teachers 
throughout  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  An  array  of  federal  funds  provides 
small  amounts  of  money  to  support  initiatives  such  as  Mathematics  training 
and  new  teacher  mentoring.  Through  the  Academic  Support  Services  grant  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  the  school  department  receives 
funds  to  support  tutoring  both  during  the  school  year  and  during  the  summer 
for  students  who  are  at  risk  of  failing  the  MCAS  exam.  Federal  and  state 
Slants  are  written  for  very  specific  professional  development  and  curriculum 
goals  within  the  district.  While  these  funds  are  an  important  means  to  support 
district  initiatives  for  teaching  and  learning,  there  is  very  little  flexibility  in 
using  these  funds  to  fulfill  the  various  other  financial  needs  that  may  arise  in 
the  district  during  a  typical  year.

Growth  and  Success... Demands  and  Expectations... 

Providing  the  Resources 

Perhaps  more  so  than  at  any  time  in  its  near  45  year  history,  South  Shore 
Regional  School  District  finds  itself  at  a  multi-faceted  crossroads.  Providing 
quality  career  and  technical  education  opportunities  continues  to  be  the  hall¬ 
mark  of  the  school’s  mission,  one  that  has  been  supported  generously  by  the 
communities  that  make  up  the  eight-town  district.  It  is  however,  a  rapidly 
changing  economic  and  job-related  marketplace,  one  still  filled  with  chal¬ 
lenges  and  potential,  yet  ever-growing  in  its  demands  and  expectations. 
Whether  a  graduate  immediately  enters  the  workforce  or  continues  his  or  her 
education  right  after  high  school,  one  factor  remains  constant,  the  changes  to 
be  encountered.  Updating  skills  regularly  is  now  a  mandate  foi  all,  continu¬ 
ing  one’s  education  as  a  life-long  pursuit,  a  primary  job  requirement,  in  near¬ 
ly  every  field.  One  of  our  major  tasks  is  to  keep  the  skills  being  taught  as  cur¬ 
rent  as  possible. 

South  Shore  continues  to  flourish,  2006-2007  witnessing  a  second  con¬ 
secutive  school  year  with  maximum  enrollment  on  campus.  What  continues 
to  increase  is  the  incredibly  high  and  growing  percentage  of  the  school’s  pop¬ 
ulation  exclusively  from  within  the  District.  In  just  five  years.  South  Shore’s 
“in-district”  enrollment  has  risen  by  more  than  20%  (over  one  hundred  stu¬ 
dents).  While  a  tremendously  positive  indication  of  the  District’s  popularity 
and  performance,  these  are  worrisome  signs  as  well.  Chapter  70  State  Aid  has 
grown  substantially,  allowing  for  an  amazing  overall  reduction,  over  those 
same  five  years,  in  the  total  assessments  paid  by  the  town  members. 

South  Shore  has  consciously  attempted  to  keep  assessments  low,  along 
with  low  overall  budget  increases  from  year  to  year.  But  in  meeting  the  indus¬ 
try  accountability,  equipment  and  facility  expectations  faced  by  all  schools 
and  uniquely  by  vocational  schools,  resources  are  thinning. 

Your  regional  career  and  technical  education  school  is  the  oldest  of  its 
kind  in  the  Commonwealth.  There  are  twenty-six  such  schools  statewide. 
While  we  are  proud  of  the  facility  and  improvements  made,  the  near  future 
will  target  some  needed  major  capital  projects,  including  an  entirely  new  roof 
system.  We,  along  with  many  of  the  local  school  districts  will  be  working 
with  the  State’s  School  Building  Authority  in  hopes  of  obtaining  financial 
support  to  match  that  of  the  towns. 

South  Shore’s  recent  history  is  filled  with  highlights.  Both  academic  and 
technical  performances  by  Vo-Tech  students  continue  to  shine.  MCAS  results 
are  among  the  best  by  vocational  students  across  the  state.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  Class  of  2007  will  once  again  attain  nearly  100%  success  in  reaching 
the  mandatory  competency  determination  levels.  Overall  scores  are  rising  and 
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more  students  are  achieving  at  the  proficient  and  advanced  criteria  thresholds. 
Competitions  and  employers  continue  to  applaud  our  students’  technical 
achievements,  with  national  recognition  this  past  year  in  Automotive  and 
Precision  Machining.  More  and  more  programs  are  aspiring  to  the  state  and 
federal  goals  of  third  party  credentialing,  namely  certifications,  approvals  and 
licenses  upon  graduation. 

Athletics  and  other  student  activities  at  South  Shore  strive  to  grow  as  well. 
The  2005-2006  sports  seasons  saw  a  record  number  of  Viking  teams  qualify  for 
post-season  play.  For  2006-2007,  a  first  time  ever  JV  program  in  girls’  bas¬ 
ketball  and  a  pilot  wrestling  effort  spearhead  by  students  and  an  energetic  par¬ 
ent  are  new  to  the  competition  landscape.  Robotics  is  being  added  to  an  ever- 
expanding  electronics  and  engineering  curriculum,  and  has  already  produced 
an  active  extra-curricular  club  that  is  bracing  for  its  first  competitions. 

Previously  mentioned  was  the  need  to  stay  current  with  today’s  equip¬ 
ment  and  technology.  South  Shore  has  done  its  best  to  keep  up,  but  expenses 
in  this  effort  are  extraordinary,  particularly  compared  to  a  typical  high  school. 
Recent  improvements  in  equipment  have  been  realized  in  Auto  Body,  Graphic 
Arts,  Drafting,  Culinary  Arts,  Cosmetology,  Welding  and  Automotive,  as  well 
as  our  science  labs  and  wireless  computer  set-ups.  Hopefully,  much  more  is 
still  to  come. 

It  would  be  wrong  not  to  mention  the  important  contributions  being  made 
by  South  Shore’s  Parents’  Association,  the  Vocational  Advisory  Committees, 
School  Council  and  the  Continuing  Education  Program,  which  in  addition  to 
providing  a  wide  range  of  career  and  self-improvement  opportunities,  helps 
support  the  total  school  program. 

Currently  48  students  of  the  total  enrollment  of  592  are  from  Scituate. 
June  2006  celebrated  the  graduation  of  the  following  students  from  the  town: 
Geoffrey  Anderson,  Beth  Reale,  Dominic  Sciara,  Stephen  Sciara  and  Austin 
von  Becker. 

As  each  year  passes,  South  Shore  Vocational  Technical  High  School  con¬ 
tinues  to  grow  and  expand  the  options  available  to  both  the  young  people  who 
attend,  and  the  communities  served.  We  want  to  thank  the  towns  for  their  ongo¬ 
ing  support,  and  hope  that  we  too  have  responded  favorably  to  your  needs.  Only 
when  we  work  together  have  we  shown  the  ability  to  overcome  obstacles  and  to 
provide  the  best  possible  career  and  technical  learning  environment  for  our  cus¬ 
tomers,  the  students  from  your  town  and  of  all  the  district  communities.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Once  again  2006  was  a  very  active  year  and  we  are  pleased  to  report  our 
activities  to  the  citizens  of  Scituate. 

Community  Issues 

This  flu  vaccine  season  was  again  different  from  those  previous  in  that 
there  was  adequate  vaccine  distributed  to  private  providers  (CVS,  etc.)  doc¬ 
tors  and  local  Boards  of  Health  and  expanded  eligibility.  The  local  Boards  of 
Health  however,  were  among  the  last  ones  to  receive  their  vaccine  so  clinics 
were  held  in  late  November  and  not  as  well  attended  as  previously. 

Musquashicut  Pond  had  its  annual  treatment  for  algae.  For  the  first  time 
in  several  years,  there  were  no  beach  closures  as  all  weekly  tests  met  accept¬ 
able  bacterial  standards. 

At  the  request  of  the  Conservation  Agent,  Vincent  Kalishes,  a 
Commission  member,  the  Director  participated  in  a  Planning  and  Regulations 
Work  Group  of  the  Coastal  Hazard  Commission.  The  group  developed  prior¬ 
itized  recommendations  for  the  whole  Commission  s  report. 

The  Director  attended  the  Humarock  Civic  Association  town  government 
forum  in  July  and  addressed  the  8; 59  Club  in  August  on  health  concerns. 

There  was  little  activity  regarding  West  Nile  Virus  again  this  year,  but 
there  were  area  cases  of  Triple  E  (Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis)  that  caused  the 
State  to  do  a  second  aerial  spraying  in  nearby  communities.  According  to  the 
State,  Scituate  was  not  included  in  the  targeted  spray  area  because  it  was 
believed  that  the  environment  and  geography  of  Scituate  would  not  be  sup¬ 
portive  of  the  indicated  mosquito  species.  That,  however,  turned  out  not  to  be 
a  correct  assumption,  as  a  llama  in  Scituate  died  of  Triple  E  in  early 
September.  The  Board  of  Health  had  previously  sent  advisories  on  protection 
from  mosquitos  to  the  school  and  recreation  departments.  After  the  llama 
death,  town  and  school  authorities  were  consulted  and  it  was  decided  to  close 
down  town  and  school  recreational  fields  and  outside  activities  until  the  first 
hard  freeze  which  occurred  in  early  November. 

The  Center  for  Student  Coastal  Research  continued  their  studies  in  North 
Scituate  on  the  four  hot  spot  areas  by  performing  more  tests,  taking  photo¬ 
graphs  and  expanding  the  data  in  these  areas.  More  work  was  also  done  on 
the  general  database  on  sewage  disposal  systems  in  the  sub  watershed.  This 
additional  work  resulted  in  a  public  caucus  session  attended  by  interested  par¬ 
ties  and  a  presentation  of  their  report  to  the  Board  of  Health  detailing  their 
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work.  The  Director  has  already  used  the  report  as  leverage  to  obtain  a  repair 
plan  from  the  major  contributor  to  the  identified  outfall.  Unfortunately,  the 
site  needing  repair  doesn’t  have  enough  area  to  handle  the  amount  of  waste  it 
is  generating  so  alternatives  are  being  explored.  Another  hot  spot  has  no 
apparent  source  and  one  homeowner  will  be  asked  to  inspect  and/or  repair 
their  cesspool  to  try  to  correct  another  spot’s  high  bacteria  count. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  been  helped  this  fall  by  the  community  service 
of  a  high  school  student  who  has  assisted  us  with  organizing  our  files.  A  quick 
count  has  finally  given  us  a  total  of  approximately  3,000  property  files.  It’s 
nice  to  finally  know  how  much  information  we  have  available. 

There  was  a  lot  of  activity  in  our  food  establishments  this  year.  Nautical 
Mile  became  Madfish.  A.J.’s  Front  Street  Cafe  opened  in  the  bottom  of  the  Inn 
at  Scituate  Harbor.  Front  Street  Gourmet  is  the  remodeled  All  Star  Mini  Mart, 
and  Pier  44  opened  and  closed.  Tedeschi’s,  Coffee  Corner  and  Egypt  Country 
Store  all  reopened  after  clean-up  or  remodeling  after  fires. 

On  the  last  workday  of  2006,  the  Board  of  Health  received  a  telephone 
call  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  notifying  the  Board 
of  a  case  of  bacterial  meningitis  in  a  Cushing  School  fourth  grader.  Public 
Health  Nurse,  Eileen  Scotti  came  off  vacation  and  worked  with  Cushing 
School  Nurse  Linda  Mardeusz  to  notify  those  teachers,  parents  and  guardians 
of  all  school  children  at  risk  of  exposure  to  be  alert  for  symptoms  and  if  occur¬ 
ring  to  seek  medical  attention  immediately.  Packets  of  information  were  left 
at  the  Police  Station  if  further  information  was  sought.  We  appreciate  and 
thank  Mrs.  Scotti  and  those  school  personnel  who  likewise  gave  up  their  vaca¬ 
tion  time  to  assist  us  with  this  critical  issue. 

Emergency  Preparedness 

Scituate  became  the  first  town  in  Region  4B  to  approve  public  health 
mutual  aid  with  its  other  regional  partners  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March. 
Both  the  Director  and  Public  Health  Nurse  have  participated  in  a  LENS  drill 
for  afterhour’s  emergency  notification.  The  ICS  200  course  was  completed  by 
the  Director  this  summer.  The  Director,  Public  Health  Nurse  and  Police 
Department  representatives  visited  the  High  School  and  the  Jenkins  School  to 
assess  the  facilities  for  patient  and  traffic  flow,  security  and  available  space  for 
possible  Emergency  Dispensing  Clinics. 

Additional  supplies  relating  to  dispensing  clinics  were  received  from  the 
region  and  a  supply  of  syringes  was  purchased  for  stockpiling  in  case  of  an 
event  where  there  was  an  immediate  huge  demand  and  adequate  supplies 
might  be  unavailable.  Various  trainings  were  attended  including  one  on  pan¬ 
demic  flu  and  a  joint  exercise  with  representatives  from  neighboring  towns, 
Hanover,  Norwell,  Cohasset,  Hull  and  Hingham. 

In  cooperation  with  Region  4B,  a  Medical  Reserve  Corp  of  both  medical 
and  non-medically  trained  volunteers  has  been  started  using  our  volunteer 
database  as  a  starting  point.  One  general  session  was  held  this  summer  and 
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over  fifty  (50)  people  attended  and  others  have  contacted  the  office  for  appli¬ 
cations.  Trainings  on  other  topics  will  be  held  in  Scituate  and  other  Region 
4B  towns  in  the  coming  year. 

Legal 

The  Director  was  called  to  testify  in  Housing  Court  in  Brockton  tor  a  ten¬ 
ant/landlord  dispute  over  housing  violations  on  a  property  on  Glades  Road. 
On  behalf  of  the  Town,  the  Director  testified  before  the  Housing  Appeals 
Committee  on  an  appeal  of  the  Oceanside  Village  40B  ZBA  approval. 

The  Board  of  Health  voted  to  suspend  the  tobacco  permit  of  the  Shell 
service  station  for  fourteen  (14)  days  after  sufficient  evidence  was  given  of 
selling  tobacco  products  to  a  minor  for  the  third  time  in  two  years.  The  Board 
also  required  the  owner  to  have  all  help  retrained  in  proper  sale  and  identifi¬ 
cation  procedures. 

The  Board  is  involved  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  on-going  abutter 
objections  to  a  retaining  wall  originally  built  on  Gardiner  Road  in  non-com¬ 
pliance  with  local  Title  5  regulations. 

The  Legislature  passed  a  law  this  year  creating  a  professional  registration 
board  for  massage  therapists,  which  may  affect  all  or  some  of  the  local  Board 
of  Health  permitting  of  therapists  and  the  establishments  where  they  practice. 
A  professional  board  has  to  be  established  and  regulations  passed  before  the 
impact  can  be  assessed. 

There  were  substantial  revisions  to  Title  5  state  regulations  dealing  with 
sewage  disposal  systems  in  April.  The  Director  was  one  of  several  health  agents 
who  took  part  in  the  roundtable  discussion  process  and  was  on  the 
Massachusetts  Health  Officers  Association  sub-committee  that  offered  substan¬ 
tial  comment  as  well.  The  revision  deletes  the  requirement  for  overnight  soaks, 
adds  the  requirement  for  recertification  of  soil  evaluators  and  system  inspectors 
every  three  years  with  a  continuing  education  component  and  streamlines  the 
sieve  analysis  by  making  it  a  condition  of  local  upgrade  approval. 

Administrative 

In  August  2006,  Frank  Lynch  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  replac¬ 
ing  Mark  Robinson  who  had  served  for  several  years.  Mr.  Robinson  tendered 
his  resignation  from  the  Board  in  December  to  the  Board  ot  Selectmen  due  to 
increasing  work  responsibilities.  We  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Robinson,  one 
of  our  longest  serving  members,  for  his  knowledge,  dedication  and  service  to 
our  Board. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  Director  to  renew  her  certification  as  a  food  manag¬ 
er  this  year.  All  those  conducting  food  establishment  inspections  must  have  this 
certification  that  is  valid  for  a  five-year  period.  The  Director  attended  training  on 
the  Presby  Enviro-Septic  system,  which  is  a  new  alternative  system  for  sewage 
disposal  that  has  approval  for  smaller  sized  installation  closer  to  groundwater. 
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Governor  Mitt  Romney  reappointed  Ms.  Sullivan  to  the  Board  of 
Registration  of  Sanitarians  in  December  and  she  was  appointed  the  public 
health  member  of  the  Region  5  Homeland  Security  Council  in  July. 

During  the  year,  the  Director  approved  a  septic  system  plan  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  Habitat  for  Humanity  house  and  the  Board  of  Health  approved  a  revised 
septic  system  design  for  the  proposed  Hatherly  Road  Fire  Station. 

During  2006,  the  Board  of  Health  held  eighteen  (18)  meetings  and  thir¬ 
ty-two  (32)  public  hearings  on  Title  5  variances  and  other  concerns.  The 
Board  also  approved  four  (4)  emergency  sewer  connections  to  the  public 
sewage  system  due  to  failed  sewage  disposal  systems  that  could  not  be 
replaced  by  systems  in  full  compliance  with  Title  5.  In  addition,  homes  on 
Rosa’s  Lane,  Newfield  Road  and  Cairnslea  Lane  were  endorsed  by  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  connect  to  town  sewer. 

There  were  ninety-eight  (98)  Title  5  inspections  submitted,  of  which 
eighty-five  passed  and  thirteen  (13)  failed.  Three  hundred  seventy-four  (374) 
permits  for  sewage  disposal  systems  were  issued.  This  figure  includes  two 
hundred  (200)  system  abandonments  prior  to  connection  to  the  town  sewer. 

The  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  acknowledge  and  thank  the  Animal 
Control  Board  for  their  continued  dedication  and  diligence  in  arranging  peri¬ 
odic  Rabies  Clinics  for  dogs  and  cats. 

The  Board  of  Health  gratefully  thanks  our  loyal  and  capable  staff: 
Jennifer  Lamb  Sullivan,  Director  of  Public  Health,  Priscilla  Mullin,  Secretary, 
Eileen  Scotti,  Public  Health  Nurse,  and  our  consultants,  Nelly  Janga,  Mary 
Thomas,  Barbara  Thissell  and  Clint  Watson  for  their  service,  as  well  as  those 
town  departments,  officials,  and  employees  who  have  assisted  with  our  efforts 
this  year.

The  Council  on  Aging  staff,  comprised  of  two  full-time  and  two  part-time 
employees,  reached  a  total  of  2,025  Scituate  seniors  (residents  aged  60  and 
older)  over  the  course  of  the  year  through  a  variety  of  programs  and  services. 
Included  in  these  programs  and  services  were  general  and  case-specific  out¬ 
reach,  education,  professional  consultation,  sports  and  exercise  programs,  arts 
and  crafts,  social  opportunities,  and  support  services.  In  addition,  the  COA 
also  assisted  seniors’  families  as  well  as  non-elder  residents  through  caregiv¬ 
er  counseling  and  support,  fuel  assistance  programs,  and  medical  transporta¬ 
tion. 


Highlights  of  the  COA’s  efforts  and  reach  within  the  community  include: 

■  General  information  services  through  Outreach  to  409  seniors. 

■  Outreach  case  management  and  advocacy  for  227  seniors. 

■  Health  benefits  counseling  to  137  seniors. 

■  Family  assistance,  caregiving  support,  and  fuel  assistance  to  217  non¬ 
elders. 

■  Fitness  and  exercise  programs  participated  in  by  81  seniors. 

■  Sports  programs  participated  in  by  223  seniors. 

■  Community  Education  programs  on  Medicare  Part  D,  Elder  Law, 
Health  Care  Proxy  attended  by  97  seniors. 

■  Instructional  programs  on  bridge,  art,  computer,  and  genealogy 
attended  by  61  seniors. 

■  Transportation  services,  including  daily  van,  medical  van,  volunteer 
medical  rides,  and  the  LINK,  to  a  total  of  401  seniors  for  a  total  of 
16,432  rides  and  1 1  non-elders  for  a  total  of  499  medical  rides. 

■  Recreational  and  social  activities  including  book  club,  bridge,  quilt¬ 
ing,  crafts,  men’s  groups,  symphony,  museum  trips,  special  dinners 
hosted  by  community  groups,  attended  by  a  total  of  365  seniors. 

■  Monthly  newsletter  mailed  to  2,775  senior  households  and  distrib¬ 
uted  at  Driftway  medical  buildings,  library,  town  hall,  and  local  nurs¬ 
ing  homes. 

■  Hosted  the  MBTA  Pass  Program,  attended  by  140  seniors. 

■  Hosted  the  AARP  Tax  Preparation  Program  attended  by  56  seniors. 

■  Coordinated  the  special  intergenerational  program  bringing  WWII 
veterans  into  Gates  Middle  School  classrooms. 
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The  COA  also  applied  for  and  received  special  grant  funding  enabling  it 
to  provide: 

■  Special  medical  transportation  van  on  Tuesdays  for  transportation  to 
medical  appointments  outside  of  Scituate. 

■  Bereavement  Support  Program  that  served  14  seniors. 

■  Arthritis  Exercise  Program  taught  by  Arthritis  Foundation-  certified 
PTA. 

■  Part-time  Outreach/Activities  assistant  to  coordinate  HandyMan, 

Snow  Shoveling  Program,  Fuel  Assistance  for  non-elders. 

The  COA  Board  of  Directors  was  chaired  in  2006  by  Richard  Sherrell, 
who  led  an  inspirational  and  valiant  effort  to  bring  a  new  senior  center  build¬ 
ing  to  fruition.  The  article  to  request  an  additional  $1.6  million  in  funds  to 
complete  construction  of  the  building  was,  however,  postponed  at  the 
November  2006  special  Town  Meeting  due  to  consequences  of  debt-exclusion 
funding.  A  similar  article  will  be  presented  in  March  2007.  In  addition  to  Mr. 
Sherrell,  board  members  in  2006  included  Val  Baker,  Tara  Stone,  Kate 
Granigan,  Rocky  Carrabes,  Brendan  Lynch,  and  Maura  McMann. 

Special  recognition  should  be  noted  for  those  individuals  who  volun¬ 
teered  time  and  services  to  complement  offerings  through  the  Council  on 
Aging,  in  particular,  elder  law  attorneys  Chris  Sullivan,  Esq.,  Michael  Loring, 
Esq.,  and  Holly  Harris,  Esq.;  as  well  as  Rep.

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SCITUATE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Scituate  Housing  Authority  owns  and  manages  three  developments 
comprising  209  units  of  publicly  sponsored  housing  for  elderly  and  handi¬ 
capped  persons.  In  addition,  the  authority  owns  a  community  residence, 
which  is  leased  to  Road  to  Responsibility  for  housing  eight  people  with  spe¬ 
cial  needs. 

Our  most  significant  achievement  in  2006  was  the  completion  of  our  new 
community  residence  at  412  First  Parish  Road.  Although  traditional  in 
design,  it  is  a  modern  facility  with  the  latest  technological  and  design  features. 

Re-pointing  the  masonry  at  the  HUD-supported  Central  Park  Senior 
Housing  development  completed  a  five-year  program  to  weatherproof  that 
building.  The  earlier  phases  included  new  gutters  and  siding,  new  windows, 
and  a  new  roof. 

Besides  painting  the  trim  at  Wheeler  Park  1,  the  emphasis  at  Lincoln  and 
Wheeler  Parks  will  continue  to  be  on  the  replacement  of  original  water  heaters 
and  boilers,  and  the  refurbishment  of  vacant  and  occupied  units. 

Efforts  to  develop  affordable  housing  on  the  housing  authority’s  proper¬ 
ty  at  The  Driftway  and  New  Kent  Street  property  are  proceeding  cautiously. 
A  Phase  I  Environmental  Site  Assessment  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  2006, 
and  the  authority  has  applied  for  Community  Preservation  Committee  afford¬ 
able  housing  funds  for  additional  site  exploration  work  required  to  determine 
the  limits  of  what  can  be  constructed  there. 

The  housing  authority  staff  is  dedicated  to  providing  the  best  possible 
service  and  housing  to  our  customers  -  applicants  and  tenants,  who  are  truly 
a  source  of  joy  and  inspiration  to  us.  We  could  not  serve  our  seniors  nearly  as 
well  as  we  do  without  the  support  we  receive  on  a  daily  basis  from  employ¬ 
ees  in  nearly  every  town  department,  most  especially  the  Council  on  Aging 
and  the  departments  of  Fire,  Police,  Public  Health  and  Public  Works.  We  are 
sincerely  grateful  for  their  cooperation,  concern,  and  readiness  to  team  with 
us  in  serving  Scituate’s  seniors.

The  Veterans  Services  Agent  is  the  person  charged  with  taking  applica¬ 
tions  for  veterans  benefits  and  for  providing  financial  and  medical  assistance 
to  qualified  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents.  He  acts  as  the  veteran  bur¬ 
ial  agent  for  proper  internment  of  the  deceased  veterans  in  accordance  with 
state  regulations.  His  job  is  to  serve  local  veterans  and  their  dependents  in 
whatever  capacity  he  can.

LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

Fiscal  Year  2006  was  another  vibrant  year  at  the  Scituate  Library. 
Circulation  of  library  materials  increased  by  11,079  (5%)  over  FY  ’05  to  a 
total  of  235,034.  Scituate  library  users  borrowed  20,000  (18%  increase)  items 
from  other  libraries  through  the  interlibrary  loan  and  holds  process.  19,450 
(10%increase)  were  sent  to  other  libraries  to  fill  requests  made  by  their 
patrons.  Library  users  accessed  the  Internet  through  library  connections 
21,000  times.  266,178  “hits”  were  recorded  on  the  library  web  page,  an 
increase  of  74%  over  last  year.  In  FY  ’06,  the  library  was  open  a  total  of 
3,238.5  hours.  101,032  people  visited  the  library  and  19,434  reference  ques¬ 
tions  were  answered.  Thirty-five  volunteers  donated  820  hours  of  service. 
3,995  attended  the  115  children’s  programs  compared  to  the  2,478  who 
attended  the  92  programs  offered  in  FY  ’05,  an  increase  in  attendance  of  62%. 
1374  adults  attended  39  programs. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  utilizing  proceeds  from  the  membership  drive 
and  book  sales,  supported  the  library  by  providing  funding  for  programming, 
museum  passes,  books,  DVDs,  videocassettes,  music  CDs,  and  audio  books. 
In  July,  the  Riley  family  and  the  Friends  held  a  Magic  Show  in  honor  of  the 
one-year  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Nancy  Riley,  who  had  managed  the  book 
sales  for  over  20  years.  Nancy  would  have  loved  the  look  of  joy  on  the  faces 
of  the  over  1 00  friends  and  family  members  who  attended  the  captivating  per¬ 
formance  of  magician,  Joe  Carota.  In  September,  the  Friends  collaborated 
with  the  Foundation  and  the  Library  Trustees  to  provide  a  day  of  program¬ 
ming  known  as  Family  Fun  Day. 

In  May,  the  Scituate  Library  Foundation  held  its  fourth  successful 
fundraising  gala  at  the  Barker  Tavern.  Renowned  author,  Doris  Kearns 
Goodwin,  kept  her  audience  spellbound  both  at  the  pre-gala  reception,  held  at 
the  River  Club,  and  as  the  headliner  of  the  gala.  The  Foundation,  after  sever¬ 
al  years  of  fundraising,  collaborated  with  a  local  business,  American  Custom 
Displays,  Inc.,  of  Hanover,  to  provide  the  library  with  a  sleek  new  circulation 
desk.  As  its  part  of  the  Family  Fun  Day  event,  the  Foundation  sponsored  a 
showing  of  the  fabulous  Landscape  of  a  Nation  mural  by  Scituate  artist 
Michael  Coyne.  In  November,  the  Foundation  made  it  possible  for  the  library 
to  offer  KidsConcert,  a  program  for  children  and  families  presented  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Hingham  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Throughout  the  year,  many  wonderful  volunteers  assisted  the  library  staff 
by  providing  programming  for  children  and  adults,  by  processing  and  shelv- 
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ing  library  materials,  and  by  beautifying  the  library  with  art  exhibits  and  land¬ 
scaping.  I  would  like  to  give  special  recognition  to  Catherine  and  Michael 
Franzini  of  American  Custom  Displays,  Inc.,  who  donated  over  25%  of  the 
cost  of  the  new  circulation  desk.  Glenn  Doyle,  of  Doyle  Computer  Services, 
who  donated  the  hardware  and  labor  to  provide  wireless  connectivity  to  the 
Internet  throughout  the  library.  The  weather  instruments  behind  the  circula¬ 
tion  desk  were  refurbished  and  installed  by  Paul  Bouchie  and  Andrew 
Marshalka  of  Downeaster  Mfg.  Co.  at  no  cost  to  the  library.  John  Horgan,  not 
only  made  repairs  to  library  wallpaper,  but  along  with  his  son,  Brendan,  plant¬ 
ed  hundreds  of  flowering  bulbs  at  the  entrance  to  the  library.  Scituate  Federal 
Savings  Bank  provided  book  marks  with  the  library  hours.  Kent  Jackson,  of 
Connected  Concepts,  Inc.,  donated  many  hours  of  his  time  to  schedule  an 
entire  season  of  programs  revolving  around  a  marine  theme.  Micki  Appleby, 
along  with  her  son  Matthew,  held  a  six-week  session  of  chess  lessons  for 
Scituate  children.  Rotary  donated  extra  copies  High  School  reading  books. 
The  Scituate  Garden  Club,  in  celebration  of  its  90th  Anniversary,  selected  the 
library  to  house  an  originally  designed,  and  hand  stitched,  wall  hanging 
depicting  wildflowers  indigenous  to  Scituate 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  individuals,  community  organizations,  and 
businesses  that  helped  support  the  library  through  their  donations  of  time  and 
money.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  elected  and  appointed  town  officials, 
the  employees  of  the  town,  and  the  community  at  large  for  their  continued 
support  and  encouragement.

LIBRARY  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


The  Scituate  Library  Board  of  Trustees  continued  to  oversee  the  budget 
and  goals  and  direction  of  the  library.  Our  summarized  goals; 

1.  To  provide  Scituate  residents  with  easily  accessible  and  updated 
collections  of  fiction,  non-fiction,  periodicals,  music,  and  film  in  a 
variety  of  formats,  and  across  a  range  of  ages  and  abilities. 

2.  To  provide  support  for  life-long  learning. 

3.  To  provide  a  comfortable  and  accessible  library  environment 

4.  To  study  and  develop  a  Scituate  Library  Building  Plan  for  opti¬ 
mum  multi-functional  use  by  staff  and  public. 

In  particular,  this  year  we  addressed  the  needs  of  the  community  for  cul¬ 
tural  events  by  hosting  an  assortment  of  programs,  from  Hingham  Symphony, 
to  author  talks,  to  children’s  music  sessions.  To  maintain  the  ambience  we 
replaced  our  old  and  weary  front  desk.  The  library  focused  on  some  behind 
the  scenes  technical  improvements  and  some  noticeable  ones,  such  as  Wi-Fi 
(thank  you,  Glen  Doyle!).  The  library  staff  put  considerable  effort  into  build¬ 
ing  a  Customer  Service  focus  and  the  effect  has  been  noticed  by  many.  This 
year  we  started  the  process  of  working  with  town  officials  to  take  a  look  at  the 
building’s  condition  and  potential.  A  proposal  for  facilities  report  is  in  the 
making. 

The  library’s  two  non-profit  organizations  both  have  worked  hard  to  sup¬ 
port  these  goals  along  with  the  library  staff.  The  Friends  of  the  Library 
through  their  fund-raising,  helped  finance  our  programming  and  materials. 
The  Scituate  Library  Foundation,  along  with  their  long-term  goal  of  building 
an  endowment,  financed  our  more  immediate  needs,  such  as  our  beautiful 
front  desk  and  some  of  our  programming.  We  want  to  acknowledge  the  efforts 
of  all  the  people  who  worked  in  these  organizations. 

After  having  served  for  12  years  I  am  stepping  down.  I  want  to  thank 
everyone  I  have  worked  with  it  has  been  an  immeasurably  rewarding  experi¬ 
ence.  I  encourage  anyone  who  has  an  interest  in  the  library  to  join  one  of  the 
many  groups  that  support  the  Scituate  Library;  the  Friends,  the  Foundation,  or 
the  Trustees.

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SCITUATE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  2006  Recreation  Commission  was  comprised  of  Members  Vincent 
O’Brien,  Bruce  Wait,  Christopher  Wood  and  Nancy  Ivas.  Associate  Members 
are  Christopher  Clancy,  Kelly  Hendricks,  Kathy  Judge,  Steve  Chase,  Joshua 
McKain  and  Michelle  Francis.  Associate  Commissioner  Joshua  McKain  con¬ 
tinues  to  represent  our  commission  on  the  Community  Preservation 
Committee  and  Chris  Clancy  is  representing  the  commission  on  the  Scituate 
Marine  Park  development. 

As  in  years  past,  the  Commission  focused  on  renovating  current  fields,  as 
well  as  looking  at  ways  of  adding  new  fields  to  help  support  our  growing  num¬ 
ber  of  high  school  and  youth  programs.  Our  major  project  was  the  completion 
of  a  new  grass  playing  field  at  the  Hatherly  School.  We  expect  the  field  to 
open  for  use  in  the  fall  of  2007.  I  would  like  to  extend  a  very  special  thanks 
to  the  Flannery  Family  for  their  contribution  to  the  completion  of  the  field.  I 
would  also  like  to  recognize  the  time  and  efforts  of  all  those  who  gave  their 
time  and  expertise  to  this  project,  especially  Suzanne  Brennan,  Bruce  Wait 
and  Vincent  O’Brien.  The  commission  is  currently  working  with  the  Town  and 
Capital  Planning  Committee  to  update  more  of  our  fields.  The  commission  is 
responsible  for  issuing  permits  for  the  use  of  all  athletic  fields  in  the  Town. 
Last  year  we  issued  over  229  permits  to  over  5900  combined  users. 

As  a  result  of  the  approximately  300  programs  the  Recreation 
Department  plans,  organizes  and  executes,  we  had  33,388  attendances  (peo¬ 
ple  walking  through  our  doors  to  participate  in  our  programs.)  With  all 
the  programs  the  commission  runs,  safety  for  all  participants  is  first  and  fore¬ 
most.  With  that,  the  commission  performed  over  400  CORI  (Criminal  Offense 
Record  Inquiry)  checks  to  ensure  none  of  our  participants  would  be  put  in  any 
danger.  I  would  also  like  to  commend  our  lifeguard  staff  for  another  fine  sea¬ 
son,  which  included  several  saves. 

The  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation  continued  their  support  of  a  number 
of  special  events  throughout  the  year.  Some  of  those  events  are  the  Easter  Egg 
Hunt,  Music  Concerts,  Ski  Trips  as  well  as  an  annual  contribution  to  the  High 
School  All  Night  Graduation  Party.  Other  contributions  include  High  School 
Scholarships,  Scituate  Community  Christmas  and  numerous  donations  to  the 
community.  The  Friends  proudly  released  a  documentary  that  tells  the  story  of 
PJ.  Steverman’s  life  and  tragic  death.  The  target  audience  for  this  video  is 
high  school  seniors,  who  emotionally  supported  the  video. 

On  behalf  of  the  commission,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  tireless  contribu¬ 
tions  of  all  the  volunteers  and  citizens  who  assist  us  in  our  programs,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  those  involved  in  other  town  and  youth  programs.  I  would  especially 
like  to  thank  our  staff  for  their  dedicated  and  diligent  work  during  the  year.

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SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


As  has  been  the  case  in  the  last  few  years,  2006  was  another  active  and 
productive  year  for  the  Scituate  Historical  Society.  A  main  focus  for  the 
Society  this  year  has  been  the  ongoing  preservation  and  restoration  of  town 
owned  historical  sites  as  well  as  sites  owned  by  the  Scituate  Historical 
Society. 

The  reshingling  of  Lawson  Tower  began  in  early  May.  This  project 
required  a  great  deal  of  planning,  especially  how  the  tower  would  be  staged. 
Paul  Miles,  our  preservation  expert  for  Lawson  Tower,  devoted  a  tremendous 
amount  of  time  overseeing  this  work.  The  reshingling  continued  throughout 
the  summer  and  was  completed  on  schedule  in  September.  A  reopening  cere¬ 
mony  was  held  in  October  and  the  public  was  invited  to  climb  the  tower  for 
the  first  time  in  over  one  year.  Funding  for  the  reshingling  of  Lawson  Tower 
came  from  the  MBTA  Historic  Mitigation  Fund  and  no  Scituate  tax  dollars 
were  required. 

Work  at  the  Stockbridge  Gristmill  was  completed  in  April.  We  were  for¬ 
tunate  to  have  the  services  of  Andy  Shrake,  a  very  talented  millwright.  The 
mill  was  ready  for  a  grand  reopening  ceremony  in  the  summer,  but  unfortu¬ 
nately  was  seriously  damaged  during  the  heavy  rains  in  May.  The  main  bear¬ 
ing  had  to  be  replaced  and  the  nether  stone  and  runner  stone  had  to  be  resharp¬ 
ened.  We  hope  that  the  remainder  of  the  repairs  can  be  done  in  early  2007  and 
that  visitors  will  see  the  mill  in  operation  next  summer.  Funding  for  this  work 
came  from  the  Community  Preservation  fund. 

Over  the  years  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  many  scouts  do  their  Eagle 
Scout  project  for  us.  This  year  Peter  Oksen  did  an  Eagle  Scout  project  at  the 
gristmill.  His  project  consisted  of  installing  fencing  and  a  stone  walkway  plus 
interpretative  panels  so  visitors  will  better  understand  the  history  of  the  mill 
and  how  it  operates. 

A  heating  and  air  conditioning  system  was  installed  at  the  Cudworth 
House  during  the  summer.  This  system  will  provide  badly  needed  climate 
control.  The  Cudworth  House  contains  some  of  the  town’s  earliest  artifacts,  so 
it  is  extremely  important  that  both  the  house  and  contents  are  protected  from 
the  extremes  of  heat,  cold,  and  humidity.  Funding  for  the  system  also  came 
from  Community  Preservation  fund. 

Toward  the  end  of  2006  restoration  work  began  at  the  Massachusetts 
Humane  Society  Boathouse  at  Scituate  Marine  Park.  When  this  building  is 
fully  restored  we  anticipate  it  will  be  used  as  classroom  space  for  the  sailing 
program  and  boat  storage  for  the  sailing  program  during  the  winter.  We  expect 
work  on  the  adjacent  Irish  Moss  Shed  to  start  in  early  2007. 
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This  fall  work  began  on  the  heating/air  conditioning  system  at  the  GAR 
Hall.  Community  Preservation  funding  will  allow  us  to  commence  additional 
work  in  early  2007.  This  will  substantially  complete  this  important  building. 
We  hope  to  have  the  GAR  Hall  ready  for  public  use  in  2008. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  November,  voters  approved  an  article 
establishing  a  local  historical  commission.  As  part  of  that  process  the  Scituate 
Historical  Society  trustees  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  a  Memorandum 
of  Understanding.  That  agreement  calls  for  the  Scituate  Historical  Society  to 
have  oversight  of  all  town  owned  historical  properties.  The  Scituate  Historical 
Society  and  the  Scituate  Historical  Commission  will  cooperate  in  the  coming 
years  as  that  new  board  works  to  develop  preservation  techniques  for  proper¬ 
ties  around  town.

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SCITUATE  BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


The  Scituate  Beautification  Commission  had  a  busy  but  successful  2006 
and  has  continued  its  effort  to  enhance  the  town's  appearance.  Our  new  island 
located  in  Cole  Parkway,  between  the  Harbormasters  Building  and  the 
Bandstand  is  doing  extremely  well.  A  generous  business  man  who  wishes  to 
remain  anonymous  donated  a  watering  system  for  this  garden.  What  a  differ¬ 
ence  it  has  made  this  year! 

Adopt-a-Lot  is  a  major  focus  of  the  commission;  we  currently  have  45 
gardens  that  are  maintained  by  volunteers  or  maintenance  managed  by  the 
commission.  The  commission  members  and  volunteers  spend  a  great  deal  of 
time  tending  to  the  islands  they  are  responsible  for.  In  the  spring  our  volun¬ 
teers  prepare  for  the  warm  months  and  replace  plants  that  were  lost  during  the 
winter.  Plants  also  need  to  be  replaced  due  to  height  restrictions  regulated  by 
the  Traffic  Rules  Committee.  For  the  past  several  years  we  have  increased  the 
number  of  perennials  planted  on  the  islands  in  addition  to  annuals.  The  tradi¬ 
tion  of  planting  daffodils  throughout  the  town  is  now  in  its  seventh  year.  The 
commission  is  in  its  ninth  year  of  coordinating  the  window  box  project  sup¬ 
plying  the  plants  that  are  planted  by  the  merchants  throughout  the  town. 

On  October  17,  2006  the  Annual  Beautification  Commission  awards  were 
presented  to  Jeff  Brown  of  Front  St  Gourmet.  Wine  &  Spirits  and  to  Nancy 
Jones  of  Out  of  the  Blue.  Both  stores  are  new  to  the  harbor  and  both  have 
done  an  awesome  job  both  inside  and  outside  their  respective  shops.  Both 
stores  had  spectacular  window  boxes  that  enhanced  Front  Street  with  beauty 
and  vibrant  color.  The  commission  was  very  happy  to  present  the  two  awards 
for  an  outstanding  job.  Congratulations  to  both  recipients. 

Our  newest  endeavor  is  the  design  and  implementation  of  eleven  new 
MBTA  islands  that  will  be  planted  in  the  spring.  We  have  met  several  times 
to  decide  the  right  approach  so  these  islands  will  be  beautiful  focal  points 
throughout  the  town.  The  Commission  is  appealing  for  new  volunteers  to  care 
for  the  islands  of  this  exiting  new  project.  The  Beautification  Commission 
thanks  the  many  volunteers  that  give  so  much  of  their  time  to  support  the  com¬ 
mission’s  vision  for  the  Town.  If  you  are  interested  in  volunteering  the  Town 
Clerk’s  Office  at  Town  Hall  has  information  available.  We  welcome  all  even 
if  you  have  a  limited  time  there  is  always  a  job  available.  Let  us  all  help  to 
make  Scituate  more  beautiful!

SCITUATE  MARINE  PARK  COMMITTEE 


Meetings  of  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  Committee  were  held  monthly  in 
2006.  The  Committee  is  an  advisory  group  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  acquiring  this  property  in  2004,  the  Town  saw  a  unique  opportunity  to 
return  it  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  and  insure  that  it  would  never  again  be 
subjected  to  the  threat  of  commercial  development  or  exploitation.  This  com¬ 
mitment  is  embodied  in  the  Marine  Park  vision  statement: 

Scituate  Marine  Park  is  a  resource  that  re-enforces  and  builds  upon 

Scituate ’s  rich  marine  heritage  through  services  to  the  commercial 
and  recreational  boating  communities,  and  to  the  broader  public 

through  free  access,  and  by  building  awareness  and  appreciation  of 

Scituate’ s  maritime  gifts. 

The  Scituate  Marine  Park  consists  of  three  principal  resources:  a  marina 
for  recreational  boats,  a  commercial  boatyard,  and  a  public  park.  The  com¬ 
mittee  meetings  in  2006  centered  around  developing  these  areas.  Activities 

included: 

Implementation  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Services  grant.  This  was  awarded  in  November  2005  to  develop  public  access 
at  the  Park.  The  grant  will  provide  for  or  contribute  to  the  construction  of: 
shade  structures,  site  lighting  and  post  lights  at  public  areas,  picnic  tables, 
benches,  improvements  to  the  canoe  and  kayak  launch  site,  site  drainage 
improvements,  public  marina  improvements,  and  a  new  Marine  Park  building. 
The  grant  requires  the  Town  to  adhere  to  a  strict  timeline  for  development. 

The  Cecil  Group  was  retained  by  the  Town  to  provide  services  to  advance 
the  planning  and  design  for  those  portions  of  the  Town-owned  land  along 
Scituate  Harbor  that  will  become  components  of  the  Scituate  Marine  Park. 
These  portions  (the  Project)  consist  of:  park  areas  for  passive  and  active  use; 
improvements  to  the  land-side  areas  associated  with  marina  use;  a  building  for 
a  Harbormaster’s  office,  restrooms,  and  for  other  public  purposes;  a  kayak  and 
canoe  launch;  a  water-edge  walkway;  parking  and  other  accessory  needs, 
including  pedestrian  and  vehicular  circulation.  The  Cecil  Group  concluded  its 
work  with  recommendations  on  the  physical  layout  of  the  property,  which 
were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

A  new  sign  was  installed  in  the  spring  of  2006,  giving  official  recognition 
to  the  Park. 

Marine  Park  subcommittees  focusing  on  the  Boatyard,  Building  and 
Grounds,  and  Programs  and  Public  Access  held  hearings,  conducted  research 
and  made  solid  progress  in  organizing  activities  and  project  milestones  for  the 
next  several  years. 
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The  current  lease  for  the  boatyard  will  expire  in  the  fall  of  2008.  As  part 
of  the  RFP  process  a  great  deal  of  work  is  being  done  to  prepare.  The 
Boatyard  subcommittee  conducted  extensive  research  among  boaters  to  better 
understand  what  services  the  public  would  like  from  a  boatyard.  A  consultant 
has  been  retained  to  formulate  the  RFP  and  work  with  the  committee  to  con¬ 
sider  applications. 

In  late  summer  2006  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  Committee  and  the 
Waterways  Commission  began  holding  joint  meetings.  This  has  been  very 
productive  since  many  issues  of  the  two  groups  overlap.  This  forum  will  con¬ 
tinue. 

For  2007  we  are  planning  on  finalizing  much  of  the  required  develop¬ 
mental  permitting  and  hope  to  begin  seeing  improvements  to  the  Park  in  the 
summer.
